WHEREAS,  Spanish-speaking  Missourians  and  Missourians  who  identify  themselves  as 
Hispanic  make  up  a vibrant  and  growing  segment  of  the  population  of  this  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  economic  development  within  the  Hispanic  community  benefits  both 
members  of  that  community  and  all  citizens  of  this  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  adequate  means  must  be  provided  to  ensure  that  Hispanic  Missourians 
have  a voice  within  state  government;  and 

WHEREAS,  members  of  the  Hispanic  community  have  unique  concerns  and  needs  with 
regard  to  the  services  provided  by  state  government;  and 

WHEREAS,  appropriate  and  additional  means  should  be  developed  to  ensure  that 
government  is  responsive  to  the  crucial  issues  facing  the  Hispanic  community; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  Bob  Holden,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  by  the  power  vested  in 
me  by  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  do  hereby  create  and  establish  the 
Missouri  Governor’s  Commission  on  Hispanic  Affairs. 

The  purpose  of  the  Commission  on  Hispanic  Affairs  (“Commission’’)  shall  be  to  serve  as  a state- 
wide advisory  body  to  the  Governor  and  the  General  Assembly  on  issues  of  importance  to  the 
Hispanic  citizens  of  Missouri.  The  Commission’s  responsibilities  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited 
to,  gathering  and  disseminating  information  concerning  matters  relevant  to  economic,  social, 
and  cultural  needs  of  Hispanic  Missourians,  monitoring  legislative  issues  pertaining  to  the 
Hispanic  community,  making  recommendations  to  state  agencies  and  private-sector  entities 
concerning  issues  relevant  to  Hispanic  Missourians,  and,  where  appropriate,  recommending 
legislative  initiatives  to  the  Office  of  the  Governor. 

The  Commission  shall  develop  a unified  plan  of  action  to  address  specific  issues  of  importance 
to  the  Hispanic  citizens  of  the  state.  The  Commission  shall  produce  an  annual  report  on  the 
Commission's  activities  and  accomplishments  during  the  preceding  year. 

The  Commission  shall  be  composed  of  not  more  than  fifteen  citizen  members  appointed  by  the 
Governor  and  not  more  than  seven  ex  officio  members  who  are  employed  by  and  shall 
represent  state  agencies.  All  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  legal  residents  of  the  United 
States  and  registered  voters  in  the  State  of  Missouri.  The  citizen  members  shall  be  selected 
with  a view  toward  equitable  geographic  representation  within  the  State  of  Missouri,  a broad 
representation  of  national  and  ethnic  backgrounds,  and  representation  of  persons  who  are 
fluent  in  the  Spanish  language.  Not  more  than  nine  of  the  citizen  members  shall  be  from  the 
same  political  party.  One  ex  officio  member  of  the  Commission  shall  represent  each  of  the 
following  state  Departments:  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education,  Higher  Education,  Public 
Safety,  Revenue,  Health  and  Senior  Services,  Labor  and  Industrial  Relations,  and  Economic 
Development.  The  ex  officio  members  shall  be  designated  by  the  Directors  of  their  respective 
agencies. 
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The  Commission  shall,  by  majority  vote,  select  one  of  its  members  to  serve  as  its  chairperson, 
who  shall  hold  the  position  of  chairperson  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor.  The  Commission 
may,  by  majority  vote,  select  an  additional  member  to  serve  as  vice-chair  if  the  Commission 
deems  such  a selection  appropriate.  The  term  of  office  for  citizen  members  of  the  Commission 
shall  be  three  years,  and  no  citizen  member  shall  serve  more  than  two  such  terms.  All 
members  of  the  Commission  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor  and  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  except  that  the  members  may  be  reimbursed  for  reasonable  and  necessary 
expenses  arising  from  commission  activities  or  business.  Such  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Department  of  Economic  Development,  to  which  the  Commission  is  assigned  for  administrative 
purposes. 

The  Commission  shall  conduct  not  less  than  two  meetings  and  not  more  than  four  meetings  per 
calendar  year.  The  chairperson  of  the  Commission  may  establish  subcommittees  as  necessary 
to  further  the  objectives  and  responsibilities  of  the  Commission,  and  those  subcommittees  may 
meet  as  often  as  necessary. 

The  Commission  shall  convene  no  earlier  than  January  1,  2004,  and  no  later  than  March  1, 
2004. 

This  Order  shall  be  effective  immediately  and  shall  supersede  all  previous  Executive  Orders 
pertaining  to  the  same  subject.

An  important  function  of  the  Missouri  Register  is  to  solicit 
and  encourage  public  participation  in  the  rulemaking 
process.  The  law  provides  that  for  every  proposed  rule, 
amendment  or  rescission  there  must  be  a notice  that  anyone 
may  comment  on  the  proposed  action.  This  comment  may 
take  different  forms. 

If  an  agency  is  required  by  statute  to  hold  a public  hearing 
before  making  any  new  rules,  then  a Notice  of  Public 
Hearing  will  appear  following  the  text  of  the  rule.

3 CSR  10-7.455  Turkeys:  Seasons,  Methods  Limits.  The  com- 
mission proposes  to  amend  sections  (1),  (2)  and  (4). 

PURPOSE:  This  amendment  replaces  the  word  “marking”  with 
“recording”  which  is  more  commonly  understood,  clarifies  age 
requirements  for  youth,  and  adds  a safety  sticker  requirement. 

(1)  Turkeys  may  be  pursued,  taken,  killed,  possessed  or  transported 
only  as  permitted  in  this  rule. 

(B)  Fall  Firearms  Season.  Fall  season  annually  will  begin  on  the 
second  Monday  in  October  and  be  fourteen  (14)  days  in  length.  A 
person  possessing  the  prescribed  turkey  hunting  permit  may  take  two 

(2)  turkeys  of  either  sex  during  the  season;  provided,  only  one  (1) 
turkey  may  be  taken  per  day;  except  that  a person  at  least  six  (6) 
[and  under  sixteen  (16)]  but  not  older  than  fifteen  (15)  years  of 
age  who  possesses  a Youth  Deer  and  Turkey  Hunting  Permit  may 
take  one  (1)  turkey  of  either  sex  during  the  season.  Turkeys  may  be 
taken  only  by  shotgun  with  shot  no  larger  than  No.  4 or  longbow; 
without  the  use  of  dogs,  bait,  recorded  calls  or  live  decoys;  from  one- 
half  (1/2)  hour  before  sunrise  to  sunset  in  all  counties  except: 
Dunklin,  McDonald,  Mississippi,  New  Madrid,  Newton,  Pemiscot 
and  Scott.  Possession  of  shotshells  loaded  with  shot  larger  than  No. 

4 is  prohibited  while  hunting  turkeys.  A person,  while  in  the  act  of 
pursuing  or  hunting  turkey  on  a fall  firearms  permit,  shall  not  have 
both  a firearm  and  longbow  on  his/her  person. 

(2)  Turkeys  may  be  possessed  or  transported  only  by  the  taker  there- 
of and  only  when  tagged  immediately  with  the  transportation  portion 
of  the  permit.  Detachment  of  the  transportation  portion  of  the  per- 
mit prior  to  taking  a turkey  renders  the  permit  void.  During  the 
spring  and  fall  firearms  seasons,  the  taker  shall  submit  these  turkeys 
with  head  and  plumage  intact,  along  with  the  prescribed  hunting  per- 
mit, for  inspection  and  [marking]  recording  at  an  established  check- 
ing station  in  the  county  where  taken  or  an  adjoining  county  between 
the  hours  of  7:00  a.m.  and  3:00  p.m.  CDT  on  the  day  taken  during 
the  spring  season  and  not  later  than  8:00  p.m.  CDT  on  the  day  taken 
during  the  fall  season.  During  archery  season,  the  taker  shall  submit 
these  turkeys  with  head  and  plumage  intact,  along  with  the  pre- 
scribed archery  permit,  for  inspection  and  [marking]  recording  at 
an  established  archery  checking  station  within  twenty-four  (24)  hours 
of  the  take.

poration of  public  accountants]  The  establishment  and  collec- 
tion of  fees,  penalties,  and  all  monies  payable  to  the  State  Board 
of  Accountancy  Fund  and  the  Missouri  State  Board  of 
Accountancy  Investigation  Fund; 

(D)  Review  and  investigation  of  complaints;  [and] 

(E)  Disciplinary  action  including  [suspending  or  revoking] 
sanctioning  of  certificates,  licenses,  and  permits  of  certified  public 
accountants  [or]  and  certified  public  [accountants]  accounting 
firms  who  [are  guilty  of  violating]  have  been  found  to  have  vio- 
lated the  provisions  of  Chapter  326,  RSMo/.

(F)  Protecting  the  public  while  maintaining  the  integrity  of  the 
profession.

4 CSR  10-1.030  Public  Complaint  Handling  and  Disposition 
Procedure.

Any  indi- 
vidual, except  a member  of  the  board,  may  make  and  file  a complaint 
with  the  board.  A member  of  the  board  may  file  a complaint  if  [s/he] 
he  or  she  excuses  him/herself  from  further  board  deliberations  or 
activity  concerning  the  matters  alleged  within  the  complaint.  The 
executive  director  or  any  staff  member  of  the  board  may  file  a com- 
plaint in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  person. 

(3)  Oral  or  telephone  communications  will  not  be  considered  or 
processed  as  complaints,  but  the  person  making  the  communications 
will  be  provided  with  a complaint  form  and  requested  to  complete  it 
and  return  it  to  the  board.  Any  member  of  the  administrative  staff  of 
the  board  may  make  and  file  a complaint  based  upon  information  and 
belief,  in  reliance  upon  oral  or  telephone  communications  received 
by  the  board/,  unless  those  communications  are  believed  by 
the  staff  member  to  be  false], 

(4)  Each  complaint  received  under  this  rule  shall  be  logged  in  a 
[book]  database  maintained  by  the  board  for  that  purpose. 
[Complaints  shall  be  logged  in  consecutive  order  as  received. 
The  log  book]  The  complaint  database  shall  contain  a record  of 
each  complainant’s  name  and  address;  the  name  and  address  of  the 
subject  of  the  complaint;  the  date  each  complaint  is  received  by  the 
board;  a brief  statement  of  the  acts  complained  of,  including  the 
name  of  any  victim  of  the  alleged  acts  or  practices;  a notation  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  complaint  resulted  in  its  dismissal  by  the  board  or 
settlement  in  lieu  of  filing  of  formal  charges  with  the  Administrative 
Hearing  Commission  or  in  the  filing  of  a formal  complaint  with  the 
Administrative  Hearing  Commission  seeking  disciplinary  action;  and 
the  ultimate  disposition  of  the  complaint.  This  [log  book]  database 
shall  be  a closed  record  of  the  board  pursuant  to  section  326.295, 
RSMo. 

(6)  Both  the  complaint  and  any  information  obtained  as  a result  of 
the  investigation  shall  be  considered  a closed  record  of  the  board  and 
shall  not  be  available  for  inspection  by  the  public.  [However,  upon 
receipt  of  a signed  authorization  on  a form  provided  by  the 
board  from  the  person  who  is  the  subject  of  the  complaint 
and  payment  of  the  fee  established  under  4 CSR  10-2.  1 60, 
the  board  shall  provide  that  person,  or  that  person's]  The 
board  shall  provide  the  subject  of  the  complaint,  or  the  subject 
of  the  complaint’s  authorized  representative,  upon  a receipt  of  a 
signed  authorization,  with  a copy  of  the  complaint  and  any  attach- 
ments to  the  complaint  unless  otherwise  privileged.  During  the 
investigative  stage,  the  board  or  its  executive  staff  shall  keep  the 
complaint  and  the  fact  of  its  existence  confidential  to  the  extent  prac- 
ticable.

(5)  Financial  statement  is  a presentation  of  financial  data,  including 
accompanying  notes,  if  any,  intended  to  communicate  an  entity’s  eco- 
nomic resources  and/or  obligations  at  a point  in  time  or  the  changes 
therein  for  a period  of  time,  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  or  a comprehensive  basis  of  accounting  other 
than  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Incidental  financial 
data  to  support  recommendations  to  a client  or  in  documents  for 
which  the  reporting  is  governed  by  Statements  on  Standards  for 
Attestation  Engagements,  which  is  incorporated  by  reference  in  this 
rule,  and  tax  returns  and  supporting  schedules  do  not,  for  this  pur- 
pose, constitute  financial  statements.  The  statement,  affidavit,  or  sig- 
nature of  preparers  required  on  tax  returns  neither  constitutes  an 
opinion  on  financial  statements  nor  requires  a disclaimer  of  such 
opinion.

(A)  Performing  or  offering  to  perform  for  an  enterprise,  client  or 
potential  client  one  (1)  or  more  services  involving  the  use  of  account- 
ing or  auditing  skills  or  one  (1)  or  more  management  advisory  or 
consulting  services  or  the  preparation  of  tax  returns  or  the  furnish- 
ing of  advice  on  tax  matters  by  a person  or  firm  using  the  title  “CPA” 
in  signs,  advertising,  directory  listings,  business  cards,  letterheads, 
or  other  public  representations,  except  that  this  shall  not  contradict 
section  326.292,  RSMo; 

(B)  Signing  or  affixing  one’s  own  name,  any  trade  or  assumed 
name  used  by  him  or  her,  or  a professional  firm  in  his  or  her  or  its 
professional  firm  name,  with  any  wording  indicating  he  or  she  or  the 
professional  firm  has  expert  knowledge  in  the  accounting  or  auditing, 
to  any  opinion  or  certificate  attesting  in  any  way  to  the  reliability  of 
any  representation  or  estimate  in  regard  to  any  person  or  organiza-

(7)  Professional  services  means  any  services  including  all  services 
performed  by  a member  while  holding  himself  or  herself  out  as  a 
CPA. 

(8)  Resident  of  this  state  is  an  individual  considered  to  be  for  the  pur- 
poses of  Chapter  326,  RSMo,  a resident  of  this  state,  provided: 

(A)  The  individual  maintains  a permanent  place  of  residence  in 
Missouri  and  actually  resides  in  Missouri; 

(B)  The  individual  is  a full-time  student  at  an  accredited  college 
or  university  in  this  state; 

(C)  The  individual  who  is  a graduate  from  a Missouri  college  or 
university,  and  at  the  time  of  graduation  had  a Missouri  address,  shall 
be  considered  a resident  of  this  state  for  six  (6)  months  from  the  date 
of  graduation; 


(D)  The  individual  is  regularly  employed  full-time  in  this  state;  or 

(E)  The  individual  is  a permanent  resident  of  Missouri  and  is  serv- 
ing on  active  duty  in  the  armed  services,  or  the  individual  is  a per- 
manent resident  of  Missouri  and  is  the  spouse  of  an  individual  serv- 
ing on  active  duty  in  the  armed  services.

Applications  for  registration  and  provisional  licensure  are  processed  by  the  Licensure  Technician  I who  reviews  the  application,  updates  the 
information  contained  in  the  licensing  computer  system  and  mails  the  licenses.  The  Executive  I reviews  any  questions  or  problems  on  renewals  arid 
provides  guidance  for  resolution. 


The  board  estimates  of  90  applications  for  registration  and  ft)  applications  for  provisional  licensure  will  be  received  annually.  The  board  estimates 
the  Executive  I will  assist  with  10  applications  annually.  The  figures  below  represent  costs  paid  by  the  State  Board  of  Accountancy  for 
implementation  of  this  rule. 

Employee’s  salaries  were  calculated  using  the  annual  salary  multiplied  by  40,47%  for  fringe  benefits  and  then  divided  by  2080  hours  per  year  lo 
determine  the  hourly  salary.  The  hourly  salary  was  then  divided  by  60  minutes  to  determine  the  cost  per  minute.  The  cost  per  minute  was  then 
multiplied  by  the  amount  of  lime  individual  staff  spent  on  the  processing  of  applications  or  renewals  The  total  cost  was  based  on  the  cost  per 
application  multiplied  by  the  estimated  number  of  applications  or  renewals.

(A)  All  of  his  or  her  employees,  its  resident  partners  or  its  mem- 
bers and  managers,  shareholders  in  Missouri,  or  any  combination  of 
these,  who  are  Missouri  CPAs  have  applied  for  a current  license  to 
practice  public  accounting;  and

these,  who  hold  a CPA  license  issued  by  another  state  have  applied

the  authorized  use  of  a legally  restricted  title  relating  to  the 
practice  of  public  accountancy,  imposes  on  persons  engaged 
in  that  practice  certain  obligations  both  to  their  clients  and 
to  the  public.  These  obligations,  which  the  Rules  of  Conduct 
are  intended  to  enforce  where  necessary,  include  the  obliga-

the  public  accountancy  profession  and  to  maintain  high  stan- 
dards of  personal  conduct  in  all  matters  affecting  one's  fit- 
ness to  practice  public  accountancy. ] A licensee  shall  comply 
with  the  professional  standards  of  the  most  current  American 
Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants  (AICPA)  Code  of 
Professional  Conduct,  which  is  incorporated  by  reference  in  this 
rule.  A printed  copy  or  copy  on  CD-Rom,  of  the  Rules  of 
Professional  Conduct  may  also  be  obtained  from  the  American 
Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants,  PO  Box  2209,  Jersey 
City,  NJ  07303-2209  or  http://www.aicpa.org.  The  licensee  shall 
also  comply  with  the  requirements  of  any  other  governmental 
agency,  which  may  regulate  professional  responsibilities.  In  the 
event  of  a conflict  between  the  AICPA  Code  of  Professional 
Conduct  and  the  Missouri  statute  or  rules,  the  Missouri  statute 
or  rules  shall  prevail. 

(2)  [Acceptance  of  licensure  to  engage  in  the  practice  of 
public  accountancy,  or  to  use  titles  which  imply  a particular 
competence  so  to  engage,  involves  acceptance  by  the 
licensee  of  those  obligations,  and  accordingly  of  a duty  to 
abide  by  the  Rules  of  Conduct.]  As  the  AICPA  Code  of 
Professional  Conduct  is  considered  to  be  generally  accepted  stan- 
dards of  auditing  and  accounting,  regardless  of  whether  a 
licensee  is  a member  or  non-member  of  the  AICPA,  the  licensee 
shall  comply  with  its  provisions.  When  these  pronouncements  are 
written  in  terms  of  “should,”  a licensee  shall  follow  the  pro- 
nouncements in  every  applicable  instance  as  though  they  were 
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written  in  mandatory  language,  except  in  those  cases  where  a jus- 
tifiable reason  exists  for  a departure  from  the  pronouncements  in 
the  licensee’s  or  licensed  entity’s  or  its  report  on  those  financial 
statements.

Other  pronouncements  that  have  similar 
generally  recognized  authority  are  considered  to  be  interpreta- 
tions of  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  departures 
therefrom  must  be  justified. 

(4)  A licensee  who  is  engaged  in  the  practice  of  public  [accoun- 
tancy] accounting  outside  the  United  States  will  not  be  subject  to 
discipline  by  the  board  for  departing,  with  respect  to  foreign  prac- 
tice, from  any  of  the  rules,  so  long  as  [his/her]  his  or  her  conduct 
is  in  accordance  with  the  standards  of  professional  conduct  applica- 
ble to  the  practice  of  public  [accountancy]  accounting  in  the  coun- 
try in  which  [s/he]  he  or  she  is  practicing.  However,  even  in  this 
case,  if  a licensee’s  name  is  associated  with  financial  statements  in  a 
manner  as  to  imply  that  [s/he]  he  or  she  is  acting  as  a.[n  indepen- 
dent] certified  public  accountant  and  under  circumstances  that 
would  entitle  the  reader  to  assume  that  United  States  practices  are 
followed,  [s/he]  he  or  she  will  be  expected  to  comply  with  [4  CSR 
10-3.020(1)  and  (2) ] this  rule. 

(5)  In  the  interpretation  and  enforcement  of  the  /Wrules  of  [CJcon- 
duct,  the  board  will  give  consideration,  but  not  necessarily  disposi- 
tive weight,  to  relevant  interpretations,  rulings  and  opinions  issued  by 
the  boards  of  other  jurisdictions,  and  by  appropriately  authorized 
committees  on  ethics  of  professional  organizations. 

(6)  The  provisions  of  this  rule  are  declared  severable.  If  any  pro-

Boards  of  Accountancy  (NASBA)  and  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants  (AICPA)  as  provided  in  4 CSR  10-4.021,  or  such 
other  standards  acceptable  to  the  board; 

(B)  An  applicant  whose  license  has  lapsed  shall  have  completed  no 
less  than  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  hours  of  CPE  complying  with 
these  rules  during  a three  (3)-year  period  preceding  the  date  of  reap- 
plication; or  who  agrees  to  obtain  the  one  hundred  twenty  (120) 
hours  of  CPE  within  one  (1)  year  of  applying  for  reinstatement.  The 
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applicant  shall  provide  to  the  board,  upon  request,  copies  of  CPE 
documentation  verifying  compliance  with  this  requirement; 

(C)  A non-resident  licensee  seeking  renewal  of  a license  in  this 
state  shall  be  determined  to  have  met  the  CPE  requirement  of  this 
rule  by  meeting  the  CPE  requirements  for  renewal  of  a license  in  the 
state  in  which  the  licensee’s  principal  office  is  located; 

(D)  Nonresident  applicants  for  renewal  shall  demonstrate  compli- 
ance with  the  CPE  renewal  requirements  of  the  state  in  which  the 
licensee’s  principal  office  is  located  by  attesting  on  an  application 
provided  by  the  board; 

(E)  If  a nonresident  licensee’s  principal  office  state  has  no  CPE 
requirements  for  renewal  of  a license,  the  nonresident  licensee  must 
comply  with  all  CPE  requirements  for  renewal  of  a license  in  this 
state.

The  board  will  conduct  random  audits  annually  of  165  licensees.  The  Account  Clerk  II  will  generate  a random  listing  of  licensees  to  be  contacted 
for  (he  audit,  prepare  the  correspondence  and  mailing,  review  documentation  for  compliance,  approve  documentation  and  notify  licensee  of 
approval.  The  board  estimates  that  15  licensees  will  require  additional  communication  with  the  board  due  to  noncompliance.  The  Senior  Auditor 
will  oversee  the  auditing  process,  contact  licensees  for  noncompliance  and  negotiate  a plan  to  bring  the  licensee  into  compliance.

The  board  anticipates  700  firms  will  be  enrolled  in  the  Missouri  Society  of  Certified  Public  Accounts  (MSCPA)  peer  review  program  during  the  first 
year  of  implementation  of  the  rule.  Based  on  those  figures  and  the  board's  past  experience,  the  board  anticipates  that  an  average  of  50  firms  will  be  non 
compliant  during  the  first  year  of  implementation  of  the  rule.  The  board  estimates  that  the  number  of  non -compliant  firms  will  eonlinually  decrease  by 
half  annually  for  two  years  and  then  fall  to  2 firms  in  2007.  Based  the  implementation  of  the  peer  review  requirements  in  2008,  the  board  estimates,  10 
firms  will  be  non-compliant  in  2008  and  annually  thereafter.  A firm  that  is  non-compliant  will  require  additional  follow  up  from  the  board.  The 
Account  Clerk  11  and  Senior  Auditor  II  will  contact  firms  to  negotiate  action  to  bring  a firm  into  compliance  with  the  current  regulations.

Spray  solutions  may  be  used  as 
approved  by  the  board.  Implements  shall  either  be  stored  in  the  solu- 
tion or  removed  and  stored  in  a dust-tight  cabinet,  covered  container 
or  drawer  at  all  times  when  not  in  use/;  the  implements  shall  be 
permitted  to  air  dry].

(4)  For  companies  providing  basic  local  telecommunications  service, 
the  records  specified  in  section  (2)  above  shall  include  the  following: 

(A)  Each  company  shall  record  each  application  for  basic  local 
telecommunications  service  [or  regrade  of  service 7;  and 

(B)  Each  company  shall  keep  a record,  by  exchange,  of  each  held 
application  for  basic  local  telecommunications  service  [and  for 
each  application  for  regrade]  that  is  not  satisfied  within  thirty 
(30)  days.  The  record  will  list  the  name  and  address  of  each  appli- 
cant for  service  [or  regrade],  whether  the  applicant’s  location  is 
inside  or  outside  the  base  rate  area,  the  date  of  application,  the  date 
service  is  requested  to  begin,  the  date  service  was  promised  to  begin, 
the  class  [and  grade]  of  service  applied  for  and  the  reason  for  the 
delay  in  providing  the  requested  service. 

(5)  Companies  shall  file  the  following  information  with  the  com- 
mission: 

(A)  Each  company  providing  basic  local  telecommunications  ser- 
vice shall  file  with  the  commission  no  later  than  forty-five  (45)  days 
following  the  end  of  each  quarter  a report,  referred  to  as  the  quar- 
terly report,  of  the  quality  of  the  telephone  service  provided  to  its 
customers.  The  quarterly  report  shall  include: 

1 .  The  aggregated  service  level  for  each  aspect  of  service  qual- 
ity for  which  there  has  been  established  a service  objective  in  4 CSR 
240-32.080,  together  with  such  other  information  concerning  service 
quality  that  the  company  deems  applicable  or  the  commission  specif- 
ically requests.  [Those  levels  shall  represent  an  average  of  the 
measurements  taken  throughout  the  reporting  period.]  If  the 
reported  service  level  [in  any  separately  measured  exchange, 
business  office  or  service  bureau  does  not  meet  the  surveil- 
lance level,  the  company  shall  list  each  such  exchange,  busi- 
ness office  or  service  bureau  and  its  service  level]  falls  with- 
in the  commission’s  identified  surveillance  level  on  an  exchange- 
specific  basis  or  as  otherwise  monitored  according  to  4 CSR  240- 
32.080,  then  the  company  shall  list  the  service  level  and  provide 


an  explanation  of  what  corrective  action  will  be  taken  to  achieve 
and  maintain  the  commission’s  service  objective; 

2.  The  number  of  applications  held  for  both  basic  local 
telecommunications  service  [and  for  regrade  of  service].  Those 
numbers  will  be  kept  distinct  from  one  another.  The  listing  shall  cat- 
egorize the  number  held  for  thirty  (30),  sixty  (60),  ninety  (90)  and 
one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days;  and 

3.  The  number  of  applications  listed  pursuant  to  subsection 
(4)(B)  above,  by  exchange,  and  the  number  of  such  applications  that 
were  satisfied  during  that  quarter; 

(D)  Each  company  shall  advise  the  commission’s  customer  ser- 
vices department  of  abnormal  service  conditions  by  submitting  elec- 
tronically via  the  commission’s  electronic  filing  and  information 
system  (EFIS),  or  telephone  or  facsimile.  Abnormal  conditions 
include  any  tandem  outage,  central  office  or  exchange  isolation, 
cable  cut,  or  central  office  problem  that  involves  three  hundred  (300) 
or  more  customers  and  lasts  thirty  (30)  minutes  or  more  or  any  other 
service  condition  the  company  wishes  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
customer  services  department;  and

[(B) 7(C)  Billing  period  means  a normal  usage  period  of  not  less 
than  twenty-six  (26)  nor  more  than  thirty-five  (35)  days  for  a month- 
ly billed  customer  nor  more  than  one  hundred  (100)  days  for  a quar- 
terly billed  customer,  except  for  initial,  corrected  or  final  bills; 

[(C) 7(D)  Complaint  means  an  informal  or  formal  complaint  under 
4 CSR  240-2.070; 

[(D) 7(E)  Customer  means  a person  or  legal  entity  responsible  for 
payment  for  service  except  one  denoted  as  a guarantor; 

[(E) 7(F)  Cycle  billing  means  a system  which  results  in  the  rendi- 
tion of  bills  to  various  customers  on  different  days  of  a month; 
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[(F)  1(G)  Delinquent  charge  means  a charge  remaining  unpaid  by  a 
monthly  billed  customer  at  least  twenty-one  (21)  days  and  for  at  least 
sixteen  (16)  days  by  a quarterly  billed  customer  from  the  rendition  of 
the  bill  by  the  utility  or  a charge  remaining  unpaid  after  the  preferred 
payment  date  selected  by  the  customer; 

[(G)](H)  Delinquent  date  means  the  date  stated  on  a bill,  which 
shall  be  at  least  twenty-one  (21)  days  for  a monthly  billed  customer, 
and  at  least  sixteen  (16)  days  for  a quarterly  billed  customer  from  the 
rendition  of  the  bill  or  which  shall  be  the  preferred  payment  plan  date 
selected  by  the  customer,  after  which  the  utility  may  assess  an 
approved  late  payment  charge  in  accordance  with  a utility  tariff  on 
file  with  the  commission; 

(I)  Denial  of  service  means  the  utility’s  refusal  to  commence 
service  upon  an  applicant’s  request  for  service  at  a particular 
location; 

](H)](S)  Deposit  means  a money  advance  to  a utility  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  payment  of  delinquent  charges  which  might  accrue 
to  the  customer  who  made  the  advance; 

[(l)J(K)  Discontinuance  of  service  or  discontinuance  means  a ces- 
sation of  service  not  requested  by  a customer; 

[(J)]( L)  Due  date  means  the  date  stated  on  a bill  when  the  charge 
is  considered  due  and  payable; 

[( KJJ(M ) Estimated  bill  means  a charge  for  utility  service  which  is 
not  based  on  an  actual  reading  of  the  meter  or  other  registering 
device  by  an  authorized  utility  representative; 

f(L)](N)  Extension  agreement  means  a verbal  agreement  between 
the  utility  and  the  customer  extending  payment  for  fifteen  (15)  days 
or  less; 

[(M)J(O)  Guarantee  means  a written  promise  from  a third  party  to 
assume  liability  up  to  a specified  amount  for  delinquent  charges 
which  might  accrue  to  a particular  customer; 

](N)](P)  In  dispute  means  any  matter  regarding  a charge  or  service 
which  is  the  subject  of  an  unresolved  inquiry; 

[( 0)J(Q ) Late  payment  charge  means  an  assessment  on  a delin- 
quent charge  in  accordance  with  a utility  tariff  on  file  with  the  com- 
mission and  in  addition  to  the  delinquent  charge; 

](P)]( R)  Preferred  payment  date  plan  means  a commission- 
approved  plan  offered  at  the  utility’s  option  in  which  the  delinquent 
date  for  the  charges  stated  on  a bill  shall  occur  on  the  same  day  dur- 
ing each  billing  period  as  selected  by  the  customer; 

f(Q)KS)  Purchased  gas  adjustment  clause  means  the  adjustment 
procedure  approved  by  the  commission  to  recognize  variations  in  the 
cost  of  purchased  gas; 

[(R)J(T)  Rendition  of  a bill  means  the  mailing  or  hand  delivery  of 
a bill  by  a utility  to  a customer; 

[(S) 7(U)  Residential  service  or  service  means  the  provision  of  or 
use  of  a utility  service  for  domestic  purposes; 

f(T)](V)  Seasonally  billed  customer  means  a residential  customer 
billed  on  a seasonal  basis  in  accordance  with  a utility  tariff  on  file 
with  the  commission; 

[(U)]( W)  Settlement  agreement  means  an  agreement  between  a 
customer  and  a utility  which  resolves  any  matter  in  dispute  between 
the  parties  or  provides  for  the  payment  of  undisputed  charges  over  a 
period  longer  than  the  customer’s  normal  billing  period; 

[(V)J(X)  Tariff  means  a schedule  of  rates,  services  and  rules 
approved  by  the  commission; 

](W)](Y)  Termination  of  service  or  termination  means  a cessation 
of  service  requested  by  a customer; 

](X)](Z)  Utility  means  an  electric,  gas  or  water  corporation  as 
those  terms  are  defined  in  section  386.020,  RSMo;  and 

](Y)](AA)  Utility  charges  means  the  rates  for  utility  service  and 
other  charges  authorized  by  the  commission  as  an  integral  part  of 
utility  service.

PROPOSED  RULE 
4 CSR  240-13.035  Denial  of  Service 

PURPOSE:  This  rule  prescribes  conditions  under  which  utilities 
may  refuse  to  commence  service  to  an  applicant  for  residential  ser- 
vice and  establishes  procedures  to  be  followed  by  utilities  to  insure 
reasonable  and  uniform  standards  exist  for  the  denial  of  service. 
This  rule  also  protects  an  applicant(s)  at  the  time  of  their  applica- 
tion, from  being  required  to  pay  for  the  bill  incurred  by  other  indi- 
viduals for  service  from  which  the  applicant (s)  did  not  receive  sub- 
stantial benefit. 

(1)  A utility  may  refuse  to  commence  service  to  an  applicant  for  any 
of  the  following  reasons: 

(A)  Failure  to  pay  an  undisputed  delinquent  utility  charge  for  ser- 
vices provided  by  that  utility  within  the  state  of  Missouri; 

(B)  Failure  to  post  a required  deposit  or  guarantee  in  accordance 
with  4 CSR  240-13.030; 

(C)  Refusal  to  permit  inspection,  maintenance,  replacement  or 
meter  reading  of  utility  equipment  if  the  utility  believes  that  health  or 
safety  is  at  risk.  A utility  shall  provide  notice  to  the  applicant 
regarding  its  need  for  inspection,  maintenance,  replacement  or  meter 
reading  of  utility  equipment  and  shall  maintain  an  accurate  record  of 
the  notice  provided. 

1.  The  notice  shall  include  one  (1)  of  the  following: 

A.  Written  notice  by  first  class  mail  sent  to  the  applicant;  or 

B.  Written  notice  delivered  in  hand  to  the  applicant;  or 
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C.  At  least  two  (2)  telephone  call  attempts  reasonably  calcu- 
lated to  reach  the  applicant. 

2.  The  notice  shall  contain  the  following  information: 

A.  The  name  and  address  of  the  applicant  and  the  address 
where  service  is  being  requested; 

B.  How  the  applicant  may  comply  with  the  requirements  to 
have  service  connected; 

C.  A telephone  number  the  applicant  may  call  from  the  ser- 
vice location  without  incurring  toll  charges  and  the  address  of  the 
utility  prominently  displayed  where  the  applicant  may  make  an 
inquiry; 

D.  A statement  in  Spanish  either: 

(I)  Advising  the  applicant  that  if  they  do  not  read  English, 
to  ask  someone  who  does  to  translate  the  notice  for  them;  or 

(II)  Advising  the  applicant  to  call  the  utility  for  assistance 
if  the  utility  provides  telephone  assistance  in  Spanish; 

E.  If  the  applicant  is  unable  to  resolve  the  matter  satisfacto- 
rily with  the  utility,  they  may  contact  the  Public  Service 
Commission; 

(D)  Misrepresentation  of  identity; 

(E)  Violation  of  any  other  rules  of  the  utility  approved  by  the  com- 
mission which  adversely  affects  the  safety  of  the  customer  or  other 
persons  or  the  integrity  of  the  utility’s  system;  or 

(F)  As  provided  by  state  or  federal  law. 

(2)  A utility  may  not  refuse  to  commence  service  to  an  applicant  for 
any  of  the  following  reasons: 

(A)  Failure  to  pay  for  merchandise,  appliances  or  services  not  sub- 
ject to  commission  jurisdiction  as  an  integral  part  of  the  utility  ser- 
vice provided  by  a utility; 

(B)  Failure  to  pay  the  bill  of  another  customer,  unless  the  appli- 
cant who  is  seeking  service  received  substantial  benefit  and  use  of 
the  service  to  that  customer.  In  this  instance,  the  utility  refusing  to 
commence  service,  shall  have  the  burden  of  proof  to  show  that  the 
applicant  received  substantial  benefit  and  use  of  the  service.  To  meet 
that  burden  the  utility  must  have  reliable  evidence  that: 

1.  The  applicant  and  that  customer  resided  together  at  the 
premises  where  the  bill  was  incurred  and  during  the  period  the  bill 
was  incurred;  and 

2.  The  bill  was  incurred  within  the  last  five  (5)  years;  and 

3.  The  utility  has  attempted  to  collect  the  unpaid  bill  from  the 
customer  of  record;  and 

4.  At  the  time  of  the  request  for  service,  the  bill  remains  unpaid 
and  not  in  dispute. 

(3)  The  utility  shall  commence  service  in  accordance  with  this  rule 
as  soon  as  possible  on  the  day  specified  by  the  customer  for  service 
to  commence,  but  no  later  than,  three  (3)  business  days  following  the 
day  specified  by  the  customer  for  service  to  commence. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  rule,  a utility  may 
refuse  to  commence  service  temporarily  for  reasons  of  maintenance, 
health,  safety  or  a state  of  emergency. 

(5)  Any  provision  of  this  rule  may  be  waived  or  varied  by  the  com- 
mission for  good  cause.

III.  WORKSHEET 

1.  The  Missouri  Public  Sendee  Commission  sent  a draft  of  the  proposed  rale  and  letter  or  e- 
mail  to  all  publicly  held  electric,  gas  and  water  utility  corporations  in  the  state  asking  for  the 
fiscal  impact  of  this  rule  on  their  operations. 

2.  Nine  of  the  seventy- seven  publicly  held  corporations  affected  by  the  proposed  rale 
responded  to  the  request  with  numbers  reflecting  their  estimated  cost. 

IV.  ASSUMPTIONS 


1 . The  life  of  the  rale  is  estimated  to  be  indefinite. 
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2.  Staff  estimated  the  aggregated  private  entity  cost  per  utility  to  be  $42,000  the  first  year  and 
532,000  in  succeeding  years. 

3.  The  lower  private  entity  cost  after  the  first  year  is  based  on  the  fact  that  there  is  a one-time 
initial  cost  for  making  changes  to  hilling  systems  for  notice  requirements. 

4.  It  is  important  to  note,  that  the  majority  of  the  utility  corporations  will  not  experience  any 
fiscal  impact. 

5.  Fiscal  year  2003  dollars  were  used  to  estimate  costs.  No  adjustment  for  inflation  is  applied. 

6.  Estimates  assume  utilities  will  use  all  other  debt  collection  options  available  to  them. 

7.  The  rule  docs  not  affect  the  creditor  rights  and  remedies  of  a utility  otherwise  permitted  by 
law. 

8.  The  rule  docs  not  require  a utility  to  commence  service  to  an  applicant  engaged  in  name- 
switching  to  avoid  payment  of  bills  nor  does  it  require  commencement  of  service  when  there 
has  been  any  other  type  of  consumer  fraud. 

9.  The  rule  does  not  affect  the  current  rules  regarding  deposits. 

1 0.  Affected  entities  are  assumed  to  be  in  compliance  with  all  other  Missouri  Public  Service 
Commission  rules  and  regulations  and  with  all  applicable  Missouri  statutes. 

1 1 . The  universe  of  entities  is  based  on  fiscal  year  2003  data  and  is  assumed  to  remain  constant. 

12.  Not  all  utilities  are  denying  service  to  an  applicant  because  of  an  unpaid  bill  of  another 
individual  for  service  from  which  the  applicant  did  not  receive  substantial  benefit,  so  those 
utilities  are  unaffected. 

13.  A utility  should  not  have  been  using  its  monopoly  status  to  deny  an  essential  service  to  an 
applicant  to  force  the  applicant  to  pay  for  another  customer’s  bill  when  the  applicant  has  not 
received  substantial  benefit  from  the  service  provided  to  the  other  customer. 

14.  Prompt  connection  of  applicants  who  have  a history  of  paying  their  utility  bills  should 
enhance  revenue. 

15.  The  rule  will  have  limited  effect,  if  any,  on  water  companies. 

16.  A level  of  un-collectibles  is  included  in  the  revenue  requirements  for  each  regulated  gas  and 
electric  company.  The  level  may  vary  from  year  to  year  for  many  reasons  other  than  the 
effects  of  this  rale,  including,  for  example:  the  economy,  the  level  of  unemployment  in 
certain  areas,  the  weather  and  the  price  of  natural  gas.

4 CSR  240-32.020  Definitions.  The  commission  is  amending  sec- 
tions (1)— (52)  to  conform  the  definitions  with  the  entire  chapter.

(2)  Automated  dialing— announcing  device/is/ — any  automated  equip- 
ment which,  when  attached  to  a telephone  line,  is  capable  of  initiat- 
ing calls  on  the  telephone  network;  has  storage  capability  for  multi- 
ple numbers  to  be  called  or  has  a random  or  sequential  number  gen- 
erator that  produces  numbers  to  be  called;  and  working  alone  or  in 
conjunction  with  other  equipment,  is  capable  of  transmitting  a pre- 
recorded message  to  the  station  called. 

(3)  Base  rate  area — an  area  within  an  exchange  as  specified  in  the 
telecommunications  company’s  tariffs  and  maps,  within  which  each 
[grade  or]  class  of  basic  local  telecommunications  service  is  fur- 
nished at  a uniform  rate  without  the  application  of  mileage  or  zone 
charges. 

(4)  Basic  local  telecommunications  company— any  incumbent  or 
competitive  local  exchange  telecommunications  company  which  pro- 
vides basic  local  telecommunications  service  as  defined  in  section 
386.020(4),  RSMo  [Supp.  1997], 

(5)  Basic  local  telecommunications  service— basic  local  telecommu- 
nications service  as  defined  in  section  386.020(4),  RSMo  [Supp.

(6)  Blockage — [central  office  equipment  is  in  busy  condition  or

7(77)7(12)  Customer  provided  equipment  (CPE)— terminal  equip- 
ment connected  to  the  telephone  network  which  is  owned  by  the  user 
or  leased  from  a supplier. 

7(72)7(13)  Customer  trouble  report— [any]  all  oral  or  written  com- 
munication from  a customer  or  user  of  telecommunications  service 


relating  to  a defect  or  a specific  difficulty  encountered  in  connection 
with  the  operation  of  a company’s  facilities.  [Multiple  accounts  of 
customer  trouble  which  relate  to  the  same  defect  or  specif- 
ic difficulty  may  be  recorded  on  a single  report  if  that  report 
clearly  shows  the  total  number  of  oral  or  written  communi- 
cations received.]

[(15)  Held  application— an  application  for  establishment  of 
basic  local  telecommunications  service  which  a company 
has  not  satisfied  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  date  appli- 
cant desires  that  service  begin.

7(23)7(22)  LATA  or  local  access  and  transportation  area — LATA  or 
local  access  and  transportation  area  as  defined  in  section 
386.020(29),  RSMo  [Supp.  1997],

The  commis- 
sion is  deleting  section  (2)  and  amending  sections  (2),  (5),  (14)  and 
(15),  renumbering  the  remaining  sections. 

PURPOSE:  This  amendment  change  provides  clarification  to  engi- 
neering and  maintenance  specifications  in  the  rule  resulting  from 
telecommunications  technical  advancements  and  upgrades. 

[(2)  Trunk  circuits  shall  be  full  metallic  or  equivalent  (for 
example,  microwave,  carrier,  etc.)] 

](3)](2)  Grounded  circuits  will  not  be  permitted  except  for  signaling 
purposes  [and  party  line  identification], 

](4)](3)  All  access  line  loops  and  trunk  facilities  shall  be  compatible 
with  the  transmission  design  factors  required  for  a modern  telecom- 
munications network. 

[(5)]( 4)  Each  company  shall  make  reasonable  provisions  to  meet 
emergencies  resulting  from  lightning  or  power  service  failures, 
unusual  and  prolonged  increases  in  traffic,  absence  of  personnel, 
fire,  storm  or  other  natural  disasters  and  shall  inform  its  employees 
of  procedures  to  be  followed  in  the  event  of  emergency  in  order  to 
prevent  or  minimize  interruption  or  impairment  of  telecommunica- 
tions service.  Each  central  office  shall  contain  as  a minimum  three 
(3)  hours  of  battery  reserve.  In  each  office  without  installed  emer- 
gency power  facilities,  there  shall  be  a mobile  power  unit  available 
which  can  be  delivered  and  connected  on  short  notice.  In  each  cen- 
tral office,  other  than  a controlled  environmental  vault,  serving  more 
than  five  thousand  (5,000)  lines,  a permanent  auxiliary  power  unit 
shall  be  installed. 

[(6) 7(5)  Each  company  shall  adopt  and  pursue  a maintenance  pro- 
gram aimed  at  achieving  efficient  operation  of  its  system  to  provide 
[for]  safe  and  adequate  service  at  all  times.  Maintenance  shall 
include  proper  repair  and  adjustment  of  all  facilities  and  equipment, 
for  example: 

(A)  Broken,  damaged  or  deteriorated  parts  which  are  no  longer 
serviceable  shall  be  repaired  or  replaced; 

(B)  Adjustable  apparatus  and  equipment  shall  be  readjusted  when 
in  an  unsatisfactory  operating  condition;  and 

(C)  Electrical  faults,  such  as  leakage  or  poor  insulation,  noise 
induction,  cross  talk  or  poor  transmission  characteristics  shall  be 
corrected  to  meet  the  commission  standards  set  forth  in  this  rule. 


](7)](6)  Each  company  shall  adopt  a program  of  periodic  tests, 
inspections  and  preventive  maintenance  aimed  at  achieving  efficient 
operation  of  its  system  and  rendering  safe  and  adequate  service  to  its 
customers. 

](8)](7)  Each  company  shall  monitor  the  actual  transmission  perfor- 
mance of  the  network  to  determine  if  the  established  objectives  and 
operating  requirements  are  met.  This  monitoring  function  shall  con- 
sist of  circuit  order  tests  prior  to  placing  trunks  in  service,  routine 
periodic  trunk  maintenance  tests,  tests  of  actual  switched  trunk  con- 
nections, periodic  tests  of  a sample  of  access  line  loops  in  each 
exchange  for  noise  and  electrical  faults,  and  special  transmission  sur- 
veys of  the  network. 

](9)](8)  In  the  event  that  service  must  be  interrupted  for  purposes  of 
working  on  the  lines  or  equipment,  the  work  shall  be  done  in  a man- 
ner which  will  cause  minimal  inconvenience  to  customers,  except  in 
emergency  situations.  Each  company  shall  attempt  to  notify  each 
affected  customer  in  advance  of  an  extended  interruption.  Each  com- 
pany shall  make  every  effort  to  accommodate  emergency  services 
and  customers  with  extraordinary  needs. 

](10)](9)  On  a going-forward  basis,  each  telecommunications  com- 
pany shall  bond  and  ground  its  facilities  to  the  multigrounded  neutral 
wire  of  the  company  providing  electricity.  If  vertical  (pole)  ground 
wires  have  not  been  strategically  placed,  at  the  beginning  or  end  of 
power  exposures  or  where  power  company  equipment  is  located,  the 
telecommunications  company  should  coordinate  with  the  power  com- 
pany to  have  those  vertical  neutral  ground  wires  placed.  Each 
telecommunications  company  shall  be  prepared  and  properly 
equipped  to  measure  ground  connections  to  ensure  that  the  bonds  and 
grounds  are  functional.  As  appropriate,  connections  shall  be  mea- 
sured with  proper  test  equipment.  All  construction,  removal,  and 
maintenance  work  will  at  all  times  comply  with  the  current  editions 
of  the  National  Electric  Safety  Code  and  the  National  Electric  Code. 

[(11)](W)  Each  company  shall  maintain  the  following  specifications 
for  its  outside  plant: 

(A)  Access  line  loops  shall  not  have  a loop  resistance  that  exceeds 
the  operating  design  of  the  connected  central  office  equipment.  Loop 
resistance  greater  than  the  design  of  the  central  office  equipment 
shall  have  long  line  adapters,  voice  frequency  repeaters  or  other  spe- 
cial equipment.  Subscriber  loops  not  served  by  analog  or  digital  car- 
rier technologies  shall  maintain  a minimum  of  twenty-three  (23)  mil- 
liamperes  of  loop  current  when  measured  at  the  customer’s  premis- 
es; 

(B)  Transmission  loss  of  access  line  loops  shall  not  exceed  eight 
and  five-tenths  (8.5)  decibels  when  measured  at  one  thousand 
(1,000)  hertz.  Loops  that  are  measured  with  more  loss  shall  be  cor- 
rected to  a maximum  loss  of  eight  and  five -tenths  (8.5)  decibels;  and 

(C)  Where  inductive  loading  is  necessary,  loading  procedures  shall 
conform  to  industry  standards  for  forty-four  (44),  sixty-six  (66)  or 
eighty-eight  (88)  millihenry  load  coil  spacings. 

](12)](I1)  Each  company  shall  investigate  and  pursue  corrective 
action  for  the  following  faults  on  working  cable  pairs  when  they  are 
detected  with  the  customer’s  equipment  disconnected: 

(A)  A leakage  tip  to  ring,  tip  to  ground  or  ring  to  ground  of  forty 
thousand  (40,000)  ohms  of  resistance  or  less; 

(B)  An  imbalance  between  the  tip  and  ring  of  a cable  pair  of  ten 
percent  (10%)  or  more  when  measured  from  the  central  office  with 
a cable  analyzer; 

(C)  A balance  reading  below  sixty  (60)  decibels  with  reference  to 
noise  with  C-message  weighting  (dBrnC),  measured  by  a noise  mea- 
suring test  set,  where  the  noise  metallic  reading  is  subtracted  from 
the  power  influence  when  the  power  influence  reading  is  over  seven- 
ty (70)  dBrnC;

(D)  Voltage  of  ten  (10)  volts  direct  current  (DC)  or  more  on  either 
side  of  a dry  cable  pair  when  measured  from  the  central  office; 

(E)  A power  influence  reading  of  ninety  (90)  dBrnC  or  more  on 
the  cable  pair  when  measured  from  the  central  office; 

(F)  A noise  metallic  reading  of  thirty  (30)  dBrnC  or  more  on  the 
cable  pair  when  measured  from  the  central  office; 

(G)  An  alternating  current  voltage  on  the  tip  or  ring  to  ground  of 
more  than  fifty  (50)  root  mean  square  volts;  and 

(H)  Any  other  fault  that  affects  or  may  contribute  to  service  degra- 
dation.

(A)  Buried  telephone  feeder  and  distribution  cable  shall  be  placed 
at  a minimum  depth  of  twenty-four  inches  (24")  of  coverage  unless 
the  company  determines  that  good  cause  could  be  shown; 

(B)  Buried  drop  cable  shall  be  placed  at  a minimum  depth  of 
twelve  inches  (12")  of  coverage  unless  the  company  determines  that 
good  cause  could  be  shown; 

(C)  Trenching  and  plowing  of  cable  shall  be  performed  in  such  a 
way  as  to  prevent  unnecessary  damage  to  private  and  public  proper- 
ty;

The  commission  is  amending  sections  (1),  (2),  (4)  and  (5)  of  the 
requirements  that  establish,  collect  and  monitor  data  that  makes  up 
quality  of  service  levels. 

PURPOSE:  This  amendment  change  provides  clarification  to  the 
rule ’s  objective  and  sun’eillance  levels.

Any  category  that  cannot  be  monitored 
continuously  shall  be  tested  during  normal  business  hours.  Since 
technology  will  continue  to  change  the  way  telecommunications  com- 
panies provide  and  monitor  service  and  because  of  the  vast  range  of 
central  office  sizes,  a company  may  find  it  is  not  technically  feasible 
to  collect  data  for  some  categories. 

(2)  Each  company  is  expected  to  provide  service  within  each 
exchange  or  as  otherwise  monitored  in  this  section  that  meets  or 
exceeds  the  service  objective  level.  If  service  within  any  exchange 
falls  to  or  below  the  surveillance  level,  the  company  shall  immedi- 
ately investigate  and  take  appropriate  corrective  action.  The  identi- 
fied problem  and  the  corrective  action  taken  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  commission  with  the  company’s  quarterly  report. 

(4)  For  purposes  of  preparing  trouble  reports,  each  verbal,  electron- 
ic or  written  communication  regarding  trouble  with  an  access  line 
will  be  taken  as  a separate  communication  unless  [it  is  either  a 
duplicate  communication  or  it  is  due  to  CPE  or  inside  wire. 
Multiple  communications  of  customer  trouble  which  relate 
to  the  same  defect  or  specific  difficulty  may  be  recorded  on 
a single  report  if  that  report  clearly  shows  the  total  number 
of  oral  or  written  communications  received.]  the  communica- 
tion is  a subsequent  trouble  report.  A trouble  report  for  the 
same  access  line  should  be  recorded  as  a separate  trouble  report 
if  the  previously  reported  trouble  was  repaired  or  corrected  and 
closed  prior  to  this  communication.

(A)  Every  written  listing  agreement  or  other  written  agreement  for 
brokerage  services  shall  contain  all  of  the  following: 

1 . The  price; 

2.  The  commission  to  be  paid  (including  any  and  all  bonuses); 

3.  A definite  beginning  date; 

4.  An  expiration  date; 

5.  The  licensee’s  duties  and  responsibilities; 

6.  A statement  which  permits  or  prohibits  the  designated  broker 
from  offering  subagency; 

7.  A statement  which  permits  or  prohibits  the  designated  broker 
and/or  affiliated  licensee  from  acting  as  a disclosed  dual  agent  and  if 
permitted,  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  a dual  agent; 

8.  A statement  which  permits  or  prohibits  the  designated  broker 
and/or  affiliated  licensee  from  acting  as  a transaction  broker  and  if 
permitted,  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  a transaction  broker;

10.  A statement  which  confirms  that  the  seller/lessor  received 
the  Broker  Disclosure  Form  prescribed  by  the  commission:  a)  on  or 
before  the  signing  of  the  seller’s  agency  agreement,  or  b)  upon  the 
licensee  obtaining  any  personal  or  financial  information,  whichever 
occurs  first; 

1 1 . The  signatures  of  all  owners  and  the  listing  broker  or  listing 
agent  as  authorized  by  the  broker; 

12.  The  type  of  listing; 

13.  The  legal  description  or  the  complete  street  address  of  the 
property,  which  includes  the  city  where  the  property  is  located;  or, 
in  the  absence  of  a legal  description  or  address,  a clear  description 
which  unmistakably  identifies  the  property;  and 

14.  All  other  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  property  is 
to  be  sold,  leased  or  exchanged. 

(B)  The  agreement  shall  contain  no  provision  requiring  an  owner 
to  notify  the  broker  of  intent  to  cancel  the  listing  after  the  expiration 
date. 

(C)  Any  change  to  the  listing  agreement  or  other  written  agree- 
ment for  brokerage  services  must  contain  the  initials  of  all  parties. 

(D)  The  licensee  shall  give  a legible  copy  of  every  written  listing 
agreement  or  other  written  agreement  for  brokerage  services  to  the 
owner  of  the  property  at  the  time  the  signature  of  the  owner  is 
obtained. 

(E)  A licensee  shall  not  negotiate  or  enter  into  a brokerage  service 
agreement  with  an  owner  if  the  licensee  knows,  or  has  reason  to 
know,  that  the  owner  has  a written  unexpired  exclusive  brokerage  ser- 
vice agreement  as  to  the  property  with  another  broker,  unless  the 
owner  initiates  the  discussion  and  provided  the  licensee  has  not 
directly  or  indirectly  solicited  the  discussion,  in  which  case  the 
licensee  may  negotiate  and  enter  into  an  agreement  which  will  take 
effect  after  the  expiration  of  the  current  agreement. 

(F)  No  licensee  shall  make  or  enter  into  a net  listing  agreement  for 
the  sale  or  lease  of  real  property  or  any  interest  in  real  property;  this 
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agreement  is  defined  as  one  that  stipulates  a net  price  to  be  received 
by  the  owner  with  the  excess  over  that  price  to  be  received  by  the  bro- 
ker as  commission. 

(G)  A listing  agreement  or  other  written  agreement  for  brokerage 
services  may  not  be  assigned,  sold  or  otherwise  transferred  to  anoth- 
er broker  without  the  express  written  consent  of  all  parties  to  the 
original  agreement. 

[(4) ] (5)  Buyer’s/Tenant’s  Agency  Agreement. 

(A)  Every  written  buyer  or  tenant  authorization  shall  contain  all  of 
the  following: 

1 . A description  of  the  type  of  property  sought  by  the  buyer  or 
tenant; 

2.  The  commission  or  fee  to  be  paid  (including  any  and  all 
bonuses); 

3.  A definite  beginning  date; 

4.  An  expiration  date; 

5.  The  licensee’s  duties  and  responsibilities; 

6.  A statement  which  permits  or  prohibits  the  designated  broker 
from  offering  subagency; 

7.  A statement  which  permits  or  prohibits  the  designated  broker 
and/or  affiliated  licensee  from  acting  as  a disclosed  dual  agent  and  if 
permitted,  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  a dual  agent; 

8.  A statement  which  permits  or  prohibits  the  designated  broker 
and/or  affiliated  licensee  from  acting  as  a transaction  broker  and  if 
permitted,  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  a transaction  broker; 

9.  Specification  of  whether  or  not  the  designated  broker  is 
authorized  to  cooperate  with  and  compensate  other  designated  bro- 
kers acting  pursuant  to  any  other  brokerage  relationship  as  defined  by 
339.710  to  339.860,  RSMo,  including  but  not  limited  to  seller’s 
agents  and/or  transaction  brokers;

9 CSR  10-5.190  [Criminal  Record  Review]  Background 
Screening  for  Employees  and  Volunteers.  The  department  propos- 
es to  amend  the  title  of  the  rule  and  sections  (1)  through  (11). 

PURPOSE:  This  amendment  will  correct  grammatical  errors,  update 
language,  and  incorporate  revisions  provided  under  Senate  Bill  No. 
184,  passed  into  law  by  the  92nd  General  Assembly  and  subsequent- 
ly signed  by  the  governor.  These  revisions  add  several  offenses  to 
those  that  disqualify  a person  from  employment,  and  revise  the  list- 
ing of  those  crimes  for  which  no  exception  can  be  granted. 

PURPOSE:  This  rule  establishes  standards  for  obtaining  [a  criminal 
record  review]  background  screening  for  certain  staff  and  volun- 
teers in  residential  facilities,  day  programs  or  specialized  service 
operated  or  funded  by  the  Department  of  Mental  Health. 

(1)  For  the  purposes  of  this  rule,  residential  facilities,  day  programs 
and  specialized  services  are  divided  into  two  (2)  categories,  as  fol- 
lows: 

(A)  Category  I.  Those  that  are  certified  or  licensed  exclusively  by 
the  Department  of  Mental  Health  (DMH)  or,  although  not  certified 
or  licensed,  are  funded  by  the  department.  Specifically  this  category 
includes: 

1 .  Agencies  certified  by  [the  Department  of  Mental  Health] 
DMH  as  community  psychiatric  rehabilitation  programs  (CPRP) 

and/or  outpatient  programs; 


2.  Agencies  certified  by  [the  Department  of  Mental  Health] 
DMH  in  the  community-based  waiver  certification  program; 

3.  Agencies  certified  by  the  Division  of  Alcohol  and  Drug 
Abuse; 

4.  Facilities  that  have  contractual  arrangements  with  the  depart- 
ment but  are  exempt  from  the  department’s  licensing  and  certifica- 
tion rules  due  to  accreditation  or  other  reason;  and 

5.  Facilities  and  day  programs  which  are  licensed  by  the  depart- 
ment and  do  not  have  a license  from  another  state  agency;  and 

(B)  Category  II.  Those  that,  in  addition  to  a license  or  certificate 
from  [the  Department  of  Mental  Health]  DMH,  have  a license 
or  certification  from  another  state  agency.  Specifically,  this  catego- 
ry includes  facilities  licensed  by  the  [Division  of  Aging,  the 
Division  of  Family  Services  and]  Children’s  Division  or  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Senior  Services;  also  included  are  inter- 
mediate care  facilities/mental  retardation  (ICF/MR).  Facilities  and 
agencies  included  in  Category  II  are  subject  to  rules  regarding  crim- 
inal record  review  as  promulgated  by  the  state  agency  which  licens- 
es or  certifies  them  and  are  not  subject  to  sections  (2)  through  (7)  of 
this  rule.  However  such  agencies  are  subject  to  sections  (8),  (9),  (10) 
and  (11)  regarding  disqualifying  crimes. 

(2)  This  rule  applies  to— 

(A)  Staff; 

(B)  Volunteers  who  are  recruited  as  part  of  an  agency’s  formal  vol- 
unteer program  [and]  but  does  not  apply  to  volunteers  who  assist 
individuals  as  a friend  would  by  providing  assistance  with  shopping, 
transportation,  recreation,  etc.;  and 

(C)  Members  of  the  [providers]  provider’s  household  who  have 
contact  with  residents  or  clients,  except  for  minor  children. 

(3)  Each  residential  facility,  day  program  or  specialized  service 
defined  under  Category  I above  shall  make  the  following  inquiries 
for  all  new  employees  and  volunteers: 

(A)  [make  an]  An  inquiry  with  the  [Department  of  Social 
Services]  Department  of  Health  and  Senior  Services  to  determine 
whether  [any]  the  new  employee  or  volunteer  having  contact  with 
residents  or  clients  is  listed  on  the  [Division  of  Aging's  employ- 
ment] employee  disqualification  list  of  the  Department  of  Social 
Services  or  the  Department  of  Health  and  Senior  Services; 

(B)  An  inquiry  with  the  Department  of  Mental  Health  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  new  employee  or  volunteer  is  on  the  DMH  dis- 
qualification registry;  and 

(C)  A criminal  background  check  with  the  State  Highway 
Patrol.  The  request  for  the  background  check  shall  not  require 
fingerprints  and  shall  be  in  accordance  with  requirements  of  the 
State  Highway  Patrol  under  Chapter  43,  RSMo.  The  facility,  pro- 
gram or  service  may  use  a private  investigatory  agency  to  conduct 
this  review. 

[(4)  Each  residential  facility,  day  program  or  specialized  ser- 
vice defined  under  Category  / above  shall  conduct  a criminal 
background  check  with  the  state  highway  patrol  for  new 
staff  and  volunteers  who  have  contact  with  patients,  resi- 
dents or  clients.  The  request  for  the  background  check  shall 
not  require  fingerprints  and  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
requirements  of  the  state  highway  patrol  under  Chapter  43, 
RSMo.  The  facility,  program  or  service  may  use  a private 
investigatory  agency  to  conduct  this  review.  ] 

7(5)7  (4)  The  criminal  background  check  and  [inquiry  with  the 
Department  of  Social  Services  shall  be  initiated  not  later 
than  two  (2)  working  days  of  hiring  the  employee  or  select- 
ing the  volunteer]  inquiries  required  under  section  (3)  of  this 
rule  shall  be  initiated  prior  to  the  employee  or  volunteer  having 
contact  with  residents,  clients  or  patients. 
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[(6)]  (5)  [In  accordance  with  section  660.317,  RSMo,  each] 
Each  residential  facility,  day  program  and  specialized  service  includ- 
ed under  Category  I shall  require  all  new  applicants  for  employment 
or  volunteer  positions  involving  contact  with  residents  or  clients  to — 

(A)  Sign  a consent  form  authorizing  a criminal  record  review  with 
the  highway  patrol,  either  directly  through  the  patrol  or  through  a 
private  investigatory  agency; 

(B)  Disclose  his/her  criminal  history,  including  any  conviction  or 
a plea  of  guilty  to  a misdemeanor  or  felony  charge  and  any  suspend- 
ed imposition  of  sentence,  any  suspended  execution  of  sentence  or

(C)  Disclose  if  s/he  is  listed  on  the  employee  disqualification  list 
of  the  [Division  of  Aging]  Department  of  Social  Services  or  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Senior  Services,  or  the  DMH  disqual- 
ification registry.

184  relative  to  exceptions  for  persons  listed  on  the  department’s 
employment  disqualification  registry. 

(1)  Definitions.  The  following  terms  are  defined  as  follows: 

(A)  Disqualifying  incident,  a crime  which  under  9 CSR  10- 
5.190  results  to  a person  being  disqualified  from  employment,  or 
one  (1)  or  more  administrative  findings  of  abuse,  neglect  or  mis- 
use of  client  funds  which,  under  9 CSR  10-5.200  leads  to  a per- 
son being  listed  on  the  Department  of  Mental  Health  disqualifi- 
cation registry; 

(B)  [An  exception  is]  Exception,  a decision  by  the  department 
not  to  enforce  an  administrative  rule  under  the  individual  circum- 
stances described  in  the  request  for  an  exception  and  the  conditions 
described  in  the  approval.  None  of  the  following  are  subject  matter 
of  an  exception: 

[(A)]  1.  A contention  that  the  rule  is  not  valid; 


[(B)]  2.  A contention  that  the  provider  is  in  fact  in  compliance 
with  the  rule;  and 

[(C)]  3.  A request  for  an  interpretation  of  a rule.

(B)  An  individual  may  request  an  exception  on  his  or  her  own 
behalf  with  respect  to  [criminal  backgrounds]  disqualification 
from  employment  under  9 CSR  10-5.190  and  9 CSR  10-5.200. 

(D)  Any  other  person  or  entity  affected  by  an  administrative  rule 
under  subsection  (2)[(D)](E)  of  this  rule. 

(4)  How  to  request  an  exception. 

(A)  A person  may  request  an  exception  by  sending  to  the  excep- 
tions committee  a written  request  which— 

1 . Cites  the  rule  number  [or  statutes  number]  in  question; 

2.  Indicates  why  and  for  how  long  compliance  with  the  rule 
should  be  waived;  and 

3.  Is  accompanied  by  supporting  documentation,  if  appropriate. 

(B)  In  addition,  the  following  additional  items  must  be  part  of  a 
request  under  9 CSR  10-5.190  [Criminal  Record  Review],  related 
to  disqualification  from  employment.

7.  The  names  and  dates  of  any  rehabilitative  services; 

8.  The  type  of  service  and/or  program  the  applicant 
wishes  to  provide  for  mental  health  clients; 

9.  Identification  of  the  type  of  employment  or  position 
the  applicant  wishes  to  maintain  or  obtain  and  the  name  of 
the  mental  health  program  in  which  he  or  she  wishes  to 
work  or  continue  working; 

10.  Changes  in  personal  life  since  the  crime  (e.g.  mar- 
riage, family,  and  education); 

11 . References,  i.e.,  written  recommendations  from  at 
least  three  (3)  persons  who  verify  the  applicant's  assertions; 
and 

12.  Work  history,  with  particular  emphasis  on  work  in 
the  mental  health  field.] 

1.  A letter  from  the  disqualified  person  containing  the  fol- 
lowing information: 

A.  A description  of  the  disqualifying  incident; 

B.  When  the  disqualifying  incident  occurred; 

C.  If  the  disqualifying  incident  was  a crime,  the  sentence 
of  the  court; 

D.  Mitigating  circumstances,  if  any; 

E.  Activities  and  accomplishments  since  the  disqualifying 
incident; 

F.  The  names  and  dates  of  any  relevant  training  or  reha- 
bilitative services; 

G.  The  type  of  service  and/or  program  the  applicant  wish- 
es to  provide  for  mental  health  clients; 

H.  Identification  of  the  type  of  employment  or  position  the 
applicant  wishes  to  maintain  or  obtain  and  the  name  of  the  men- 
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tal  health  program  in  which  he  or  she  wishes  to  work  or  contin- 
ue working;  and 

I.  Changes  in  personal  life  since  the  disqualifying  incident 
(e.g.,  marriage,  family,  and  education); 

2.  References,  i.e.,  written  recommendations  from  at  least 
three  (3)  persons  who  verify  the  applicant’s  assertions;  and 

3.  Work  history,  with  particular  emphasis  on  work  in  the 
mental  health  field. 

(5)  Response.  Within  forty-five  (45)  calendar  days  of  receiving  a 
request  for  an  exception,  the  exceptions  committee  shall  respond  in 
writing. 

[(A)]  The  committee  may  approve  a request,  approve  the  request 
with  conditions,  deny  the  request  or  defer  a decision  pending  receipt 
of  additional  information. 

[(B)  An  approved  exception  regarding  criminal  back- 
grounds under  9 CSR  10-5.  190  becomes  null  and  void  if  the 
subject  changes  employment  or  if  there  are  other  changes  in 
the  circumstances  described  in  the  request.] 

(7)  Documentation.  A recipient  of  an  exception  shall/— ] 

[(A)  Maintain]  maintain  documentation  of  all  approved  excep- 
tions and  make  the  documentation  available  for  review  upon  request 
by  authorized  staff  of  the  department./;  and] 

[(B)  Annually  send  to  the  exceptions  committee  documen- 
tation which  — 

1 . Addresses  whether  the  exception  has  been  imple- 
mented, the  exception  is  still  necessary  and  its  effect  on  ser- 
vices; 

2.  Is  required  under  the  terms  and  conditions 
announced  in  the  letter  of  approval.] 

[(8)  The  Department  of  Mental  Health  will  review  the 
approved  exceptions  at  least  annually  to  determine  whether 
the  exception  has  been  properly  implemented  and  whether 
its  implementation  is  having  the  intended  impact  on  ser- 
vices.] 

[(9) /(8)  Expiration  Date  for  an  Exception.

(14)  “Out  of  use”  means  the  tank  is  empty— that  is,  it  does  not 
contain  more  than  a de  minimus  amount  of  petroleum — and  is  no 
longer  regularly  being  used  to  store  petroleum. 

[(13) ] (15)  “Personal  injury”  means  injury,  other  than  bodily  injury, 
arising  out  of  one  (1)  or  more  of  the  following  offenses: 

(A)  False  arrest,  detention,  imprisonment; 

(B)  Malicious  prosecution; 

(C)  Wrongful  entry  into  or  eviction  of  a person  from  a room, 
dwelling,  premises  or  property  that  the  person  occupies;  or 

(D)  Invasion  of  right  of  private  occupancy. 

[(14) ] (16)  “Pipeline  terminal”  means  a large  storage  facility  which 
receives  product  via  pipeline. 

[(15) ] (17)  “Property  damage”  means  physical  injury  to  or  destruc- 
tion of  tangible  property,  excluding  all  resulting  loss  of  use  of  that 
property.  It  does  not  include  [cleanup  costs,  nor  does  it  include] 
loss  or  damage  of  an  intangible  nature.  Loss  or  damage  of  an  intan- 
gible nature  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  loss  or  interruption  of 
business,  pain  and  suffering,  lost  income,  mental  distress,  loss  of  use 
of  any  benefit,  and  punitive  damages. 

[(16) ] (18)  “Railroad  corporation”  means  all  corporations,  compa- 
nies or  individuals  now  owning  or  operating,  or  which  may  hereafter 
own  or  operate,  any  railroad  in  this  state. 
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[(17)]  (19)  “Site”  means  real  property  held  under  one  (1)  deed, 
except  that  in  exceptional  circumstances  involving  very  large  tracts  of 
land,  the  board  may,  at  its  discretion,  recognize  separate  portions  of 
a large  tract  as  separate  tank  sites. 

[(18) ] (20)  “Tank”  means- 

(A)  An  underground  storage  tank,  as  defined  in  section  319.100, 
RSMo,  which  is  used  to  store  petroleum;  or 

(B)  An  aboveground  storage  tank,  as  defined  in  this  rule.

Chapter  4— Participation  Requirements 
PROPOSED  AMENDMENT 

10  CSR  100-4.010  Participation  Requirements  for  Underground 
Storage  Tanks.  The  board  is  amending  section  (2)  to  clarify  the 
intent,  adding  a new  subsection  (5)(F)  and  amending  section  (6). 

PURPOSE:  This  amendment  allows  insured  UST  owners  to  continue 
their  liability  protection  after  they  sell  their  underground  tanks  or 
when  they  take  them  out  of  use  and  no  longer  need  pollution  liabili- 
ty protection  for  a leak.  It  creates  the  opportunity  to  purchase  an 
“extended  reporting  period”  and  eliminates  the  past  practice  of 
transferring  insurance  policies  from  owner  to  owner. 

(2)  The  following  procedures  shall  be  utilized  to  apply  for  insurance 
coverage  for  underground  storage  tanks  that  are  in  use: 

(5)  In  order  to  continue  their  participation  in  the  fund,  participants 
are  required  to  renew  their  participation  annually. 

(F)  If  at  the  end  of  a policy  period,  all  of  the  previously-insured 
underground  storage  tanks  have  been  emptied  and  taken  out  of 
use,  the  owner/operator  of  the  tank(s)  shall  no  longer  be  insured 
for  costs  resulting  from  sudden  or  non-sudden  releases,  since 
there  cannot  be  a release  from  an  empty  tank.  Instead,  the 
owner  or  operator  may  apply  for  an  extended  reporting  period. 
The  extended  reporting  period  allows  named  persons  to  give 
notice  of  claim  for  a release  which  occurred  while  the  previous- 
ly-insured tank(s)  was/were  in  use,  but  which  is  not  yet  known. 

1.  Participation  fees  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  The  same  as  was  paid  on  such  tanks  while  they  were  in 

use;  or 

B.  Twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  less  per  tank  per  year,  if  the 
named  insured  does  not  wish  to  continue  to  receive  benefits  for 
third  party  bodily  injury  and  third  party  property  damage  as  a 
result  of  a claim  first  made  during  the  extended  reporting  peri- 
od.

PROPOSED  RULE 

19  CSR  25-34.010  Approval  of  Laboratories  for  the  Performance 
of  Serologic  Tests  for  Syphilis  on  Prenatal  Blood 

PURPOSE:  This  rule  deletes  the  requirement  that  test  procedures  for 
syphilis  must  be  from  the  manual  of  tests  for  syphilis  and  allows  for 
serologic  testing  by  any  method  approved  by  the  federal  Food  & Drug 
Administration  (FDA)  through  compliance  with  CLIA  88  regulations. 

PUBLISHER’S  NOTE:  The  secretary  of  state  has  determined  that  the 
publication  of  the  entire  text  of  the  material  which  is  incorporated  by 
reference  as  a portion  of  this  rule  would  be  unduly  cumbersome  or 
expensive.  Therefore,  the  material  which  is  so  incorporated  is  on  file 
with  the  agency  who  filed  this  rule,  and  with  the  Office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State.  Any  interested  person  may  view  this  material  at 
either  agency ’s  headquarters  or  the  same  will  be  made  available  at 
the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  at  a cost  not  to  exceed  actual  cost 
of  copy  reproduction.  The  entire  text  of  the  rule  is  printed  here.  This 
note  refers  only  to  the  incorporated  by  reference  material. 

(1)  The  director  of  a laboratory  seeking  Department  of  Health  and 
Senior  Services  (DHSS)  approval  to  perform  serologic  tests  for 
syphilis  on  prenatal  blood  specimens  shall  make  written  application 
on  form  Lab  126,  which  is  incorporated  by  reference  to  the  director, 
State  Public  Health  Laboratory,  DHSS. 
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(A)  In  addition  to  applying  for  approval,  the  laboratory  shall  be  in 
compliance  with  the  Clinical  Laboratory  Improvement  Amendments 
of  1988  (CLIA  88).  A copy  of  the  currently  valid  CLIA  certificate 
shall  be  initially  submitted  to  the  director,  State  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  DHSS  to  obtain  DHSS  approval. 

(B)  All  laboratory  testing  shall  be  conducted  at  the  address  given 
when  application  for  the  approval  is  made.  Written  notice  of  change 
of  address  shall  be  given  to  the  DHSS  prior  to  actually  moving  the 
testing  facilities. 

(2)  DHSS  shall  issue  a Certificate  of  Approval  to  a laboratory  meet- 
ing the  requirements  of  this  rule.  The  certificate  is  effective  until 
revoked. 

(3)  The  Certificate  of  Approval  may  be  revoked  when  a participating 
laboratory  discontinues  its  testing  services  or  fails  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  CLIA  88  which  relate  to  syphilis  serology. 
Compliance  with  CLIA  88  will  be  monitored  by  DHSS  Bureau  of 
Health  Facility  Regulation,  CLIA  program.

Chapter  2— General  Rules 

ORDER  OF  RULEMAKING 

By  the  authority  vested  in  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  under  sec- 
tions 338.330,  338.333,  338.335,  338.337,  338.340  and  338.350, 
RSMo  2000,  the  board  amends  a rule  as  follows: 

4 CSR  220-5.020  is  amended. 

A notice  of  proposed  rulemaking  containing  the  text  of  the  proposed 
amendment  was  published  in  the  Missouri  Register  on  July  1 , 2003 
(28  MoReg  1177-1179).  The  section  with  changes  is  reprinted  here. 
This  proposed  amendment  becomes  effective  thirty  (30)  days  after 
publication  in  the  Code  of  State  Regulations. 

SUMMARY  OF  COMMENTS:  Two  (2)  comments  were  received. 

COMMENT:  One  (1)  entity  concurred  with  the  board’s  intent  of  the 
proposed  amendment  and  suggested  the  rule  be  amended  to  require 
wholesale  drug  distributors  to  inform  the  board  of  their  current  elec- 
tronic mail  address. 

RESPONSE:  The  board  was  in  general  agreement  with  the  com- 
menter,  however,  no  change  was  made  to  the  text  of  the  rule  based 
on  the  comments  received. 

COMMENT:  One  (1)  entity  commented  in  regard  to  the  absence  of 
regulatory  language  addressing  1)  the  uniform  notification  of  all  in- 
state drug  distributors  at  the  same  time;  and  2)  the  requirement  that 


the  board  attempt  to  license  out-of-state  distributors  before  notifica- 
tion is  sent  to  in-state  distributors  to  stop  purchasing  from  an  unli- 
censed distributor. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  While  support- 
ive of  the  rule,  the  commenter’s  comments  concerning  1)  the  uniform 
notification  of  all  in-state  drug  distributors  at  the  same  time,  and  2) 
the  requirement  that  the  board  attempt  to  license  out-of-state  distrib- 
utors before  notification  is  sent  to  in-state  distributors  to  stop  pur- 
chasing from  an  unlicensed  distributor  was  addressed  by  clarifying 
the  rule  with  this  amended  language. 

4 CSR  220-5.020  Drug  Distributor  Licensing  Requirements 

(1)  A “wholesale  drug  distributor”  is  defined  in  section  338.330(3), 
RSMo.  No  wholesale  drug  distributor  with  physical  facilities  locat- 
ed in  the  state  of  Missouri  shall  knowingly  purchase  or  receive  leg- 
end drugs  and/or  drug  related  devices  from  a wholesale  drug  dis- 
tributor or  pharmacy  not  licensed  or  registered  by  the  board. 
Knowledge  of  the  licensure  status  of  a drug  distributor  or  pharmacy 
includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  actual  or  constructive  knowledge. 
Knowledge  of  the  license  status  of  a drug  distributor  or  pharmacy 
shall  also  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  notification  from  the  board 
by  mail  or  electronic  transmission. 


Title  10— DEPARTMENT  OF  NATURAL  RESOURCES 
Division  20— Clean  Water  Commission 
Chapter  6— Permits 

ORDER  OF  RULEMAKING 

By  the  authority  vested  in  the  Missouri  Clean  Water  Commission 
under  section  644.026,  RSMo  2000,  the  commission  amends  a rule 
as  follows: 

10  CSR  20-6.010  is  amended. 

A notice  of  proposed  rulemaking  containing  the  text  of  the  proposed 
amendment  was  published  in  the  Missouri  Register  on  June  16,  2003 
(28  MoReg  1106).  Those  sections  with  changes  are  reprinted  here. 
This  proposed  amendment  becomes  effective  thirty  (30)  days  after 
publication  in  the  Code  of  State  Regulations . 

SUMMARY  OF  COMMENTS:  Seven  (7)  comments  were  received 
on  this  rule  action. 

COMMENT:  A request  was  made  to  also  include,  as  a new  section 
(15),  discharges  from  bioremediation  projects  under  this  rule. 
RESPONSE:  The  drafting  of  section  (15)  was  not  finished  at  the 
time  section  (14)  appeared  in  the  Missouri  Register  for  public  review 
and  comment.  An  individual  who  read  the  register  would  have  no 
way  of  knowing  at  the  time  of  publication  that  section  (15)  might  be 
added  or  what  it  would  contain.  See,  e.g.  Missouri  Soybean 
Association  vs.  the  Missouri  Clean  Water  Commission,  2002  WL 
45891  (Mo.  App.  W.D.  January  15,  2002).  Section  (15)  will  have 
to  be  included  into  a future  rulemaking  in  order  to  provide  adequate 
public  review  and  comment  on  its  wording.  Therefore,  no  changes 
to  the  proposed  amendment  were  made  based  on  this  comment. 

COMMENT:  One  person  testified  that  the  proposed  amendment  did 
not  clearly  explain  the  process  for  public  review  and  comment  on  the 
approval  for  each  discharge  event  under  the  permit  by  rule  approach. 
Another  person  wrote  that  the  proposed  amendment  did  provide  ade- 
quate public  participation  in  that  the  general  permit  (from  which 
much  of  the  rule  language  came)  was  reviewed  by  the  public  when 
the  general  permit  was  developed. 
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RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  The  depart- 
ment intended  to  follow  the  same  procedures  for  public  participation 
used  for  developing  general  permits.  Most  permits  are  issued  on  a 
five  (5)-year  cycle  and,  if  to  be  continued,  are  reopened  to  public 
review  and  comment  when  rewritten.  To  ensure  that  each  permit  by 
rule  is  open  for  the  same  periodic  review  by  the  public,  the  depart- 
ment has  included  new  language  in  the  proposed  amendment  at  sec- 
tion (14)  that  states  that  the  department  shall  petition  the  Clean  Water 
Commission  to  reopen  this  rule  for  public  review  and  comment  on  a 
five  (5)-year  interval. 

COMMENT:  One  person  thought  the  proposed  amendment  might 
inhibit  the  public’s  right  to  appeal  the  decisions  that  allow  discharges 
under  this  proposed  amendment.  Another  person  thought  that  the 
permit  by  rule  would  parallel  the  general  permit  process  whereby  the 
governing  language  would  be  open  to  public  review  and  appeal  on  a 
five  (5)-year  cycle,  but  that  each  individual  discharge  event  would  not 
be  subject  to  an  appeal. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  All  actions  by 
the  department,  whether  announced  or  automatic,  are  open  to  appeal. 
Because  the  proposed  amendment  does  not  require  written  approval 
to  discharge  under  this  rule,  a permit  is  “issued”  to  a discharger  upon 
the  discharger’s  announcement  to  the  department  of  their  intent  to 
discharge  under  the  terms  of  a permit  by  rule.  The  department  shall 
maintain  records  open  to  the  public  on  all  persons  claiming  coverage 
under  permit  by  rule.  Appeals  of  permits  in  accordance  with  10  CSR 
20-6.020(6)  may  be  received  by  the  department  up  to  thirty  (30)  days 
from  the  date  the  department  received  notice  from  the  discharger. 
Language  was  added  to  the  rule  at  section  (14)  to  clarify  the  oppor- 
tunity for  appeals. 

COMMENT:  The  proposed  amendment  may  lessen  the  permittee’s 
accountability  for  monitoring  and  reporting  their  discharges  and  may 
make  this  information  less  available  for  public  review. 

RESPONSE:  The  monitoring  frequency  and  reporting  requirements 
for  discharges  under  this  proposed  permit  by  rule  are  the  same  as 
contained  in  the  general  permit.  All  discharges  are  to  be  sampled 
and  analyzed,  and  the  results  submitted  to  the  department  annually. 
All  analytical  results  are  kept  within  the  department's  records  and  are 
available  for  public  review.  Dischargers  violating  the  terms  of  the 
permit  by  rule  would  be  in  violation  of  both  a rule  and  a permit,  and 
will  be  required  to  promptly  resolve  the  noncompliance.  No  changes 
to  the  proposed  amendment  were  made  as  a result  of  this  comment. 

COMMENT:  One  person  stated  that  the  proposed  amendment  is  too 
vague  on  the  requirements  for  reporting,  making  this  requirement  dif- 
ficult to  enforce.  For  example,  sections  (4)  through  (6)  specify  that 
the  permittee  must  sample  and  analyze  each  discharge  event  and 
report  any  noncompliant  results  within  five  (5)  days  of  receiving 
them;  however,  there  is  no  time  frame  defined  which  will  specify 
when  the  permittee  must  complete  the  lab  analysis.  The  same  per- 
son requested  that  a reasonable  time  frame  be  established  for  the 
analysis  of  samples.  Another  person  commented  that  the  quality  of 
monitoring  data  will  be  assured  through  normal  enforcement  of  sam- 
pling requirements  required  by  rule  at  10  CSR  20-7.015 
RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  The  existing 
rules  at  10  CSR  20-7.015(9)(A)  require  all  permittees  to  follow  pre- 
scribed methods  for  sampling  and  analysis.  These  methods  require 
that  sample  handling  be  performed  in  a manner  that  preserves  the 
integrity  and  representative  quality  of  the  sample  result.  A reference 
to  this  existing  rule  has  been  added  to  the  proposed  amendment. 

COMMENT:  One  person  believed  that  the  de  minimus  exemption  in 
the  proposed  amendment  for  discharges  less  than  one  thousand 
(1,000)  gallons  will  be  easily  abused  and  will  result  in  completely 
unregulated  discharges.  Another  person  stated  that  there  was  a prac- 
tical lower  limit  below  which  discharge  sample  collection,  analysis, 


and  reporting  is  simply  not  justified.  This  person  added  that  most 
discharges  are  to  open  lots  and  not  directly  into  streams. 
RESPONSE:  The  exemption  for  monitoring  and/or  sampling  of  a 
discharge  is  often  provided  in  general  permits  where  the  discharge  is 
not  likely  to  exceed  water  quality  standards.  A single  discharge  of 
short  duration  of  hydrostatic  test  water  at  volumes  less  than  one  thou- 
sand (1,000)  gallons  poses  minimal  potential  for  environmental 
harm.  The  only  contaminants  of  significant  concern  are  pH  and 
chlorine  when  a potable  water  source  is  used.  These  pollutants  will 
either  dissipate  or  neutralize  very  quickly  at  low  volumes.  Chronic 
affects  are  more  likely  if  a discharge  with  high  constituent  levels  were 
to  be  sustained  in  the  stream  for  several  hours.  However,  test  water 
of  one  thousand  (1,000)  gallons  or  less  will  generally  not  dominate 
a stream  and  the  pH  and  chlorine  will  likely  dissipate  or  neutralize 
before  chronic  effects  occur.  No  changes  to  the  proposed  amend- 
ment were  made  as  a result  of  this  comment. 

COMMENT:  One  (1)  person  thought  that  the  limit  on  pH  in  the  pro- 
posed amendment  is  overly  restrictive  for  discharges  resulting  from 
hydrostatic  tests  that  use  potable  water  sources.  This  person  stated 
the  pH  limits  should  apply  only  to  discharges  from  tests  using  non- 
potable  water  sources  and  recommended  that  subsection  (C)  of  sec- 
tion (14)  of  this  proposed  amendment  should  be  revised  to  read:  “pH 
equal  to  or  between  6.0  and  9.5  standard  pH  units  whenever  a non- 
potable  water  supply  is  used  as  the  water  source  for  the  hydrotest.  ” 
RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  This  suggested 
new  language  would  eliminate  a pH  limit  for  discharges  using  a 
potable  water  source.  Discharges  with  a pH  of  above  9.0  standard 
units  and  a volume  of  more  than  one  thousand  (1,000)  gallons  pose 
a significant  potential  for  toxic  effects  if  the  discharge  causes  the  pH 
in  the  receiving  stream  to  rise  above  9.0  standard  units  for  an  extend- 
ed period.  The  proposed  amendment  allows  for  some  neutralization 
(.5  pH  unit)  to  occur.  An  allowance  beyond  that  might  expose  some 
smaller  streams  to  the  toxic  effects  associated  with  high  alkalinity. 
Since  potable  water  supplies  often  have  a pH  above  9.5  standard 
units,  the  proposed  amendment  appropriately  establishes  a limit  on 
pH  for  those  discharges.  Two  (2)  options  were  added  to  this  pro- 
posed amendment  for  a release  of  hydrostatic  test  wastewater  when 
its  pH  is  above  9.5:  a person  may  irrigate  the  wastewater  such  that 
no  discharge  occurs,  or  a person  may  discharge  directly  to  the 
Missouri  or  Mississippi  Rivers  if  the  pH  is  below  ten  (10)  standard 
units.  Outside  of  this  rule,  a person  will  also  have  the  option  of 
applying  for  a site-specific  permit  that  establishes  appropriate  condi- 
tions to  protect  water  bodies  receiving  a discharge  with  a pH  above 
9.5  standard  units. 

10  CSR  20-6.010  Construction  and  Operating  Permits 

(14)  Permit  by  Rule.  The  department  shall  petition  the  Clean  Water 
Commission  to  reopen  this  rule  for  public  review  and  comment  on  a 
five  (5)-year  interval. 

(A)  Hydrostatic  Testing.  Persons  discharging  water  used  for  the 
hydrostatic  testing  of  new  petroleum-related  oil  and  gas  pipelines  and 
storage  tanks  in  the  state  of  Missouri  may  discharge  to  waters  of  the 
state  without  first  obtaining  a permit  if  the  discharge  is  de  minimis 
(less  than  one  thousand  (<1,000  gallons))  or  the  person  takes  the 
following  steps: 

1 . Notification.  The  owner/operator  must  notify  the  department 
in  writing  of  its  intent  to  conduct  hydrostatic  test  discharge(s)  under 
this  rule  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  first  such  discharge. 
This  requirement  may  be  met  by  a one  (l)-time  annual  notification. 
Notice  shall  specify  the  source  of  water  to  be  used  in  the  hydrotest 
and  shall  identify  the  location(s)  of  the  pipeline(s)  and/or  tank(s)  to 
be  tested. 

2.  Filing  fee.  Persons  who  intend  to  discharge  in  accordance 
with  section  (14)  of  this  rule  must  pay  a filing  fee  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars ($25)  to  the  department  with  their  notification  above. 
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3.  Discharge  limits.  The  discharge  must  meet  the  following  lim- 
its: < 10  mg/1  total  petroleum  hydrocarbons,  < 100  mg/1  total  sus- 
pended solids,  and  equal  to  or  between  6.0  and  9.5  standard  units 
pH. 

4.  Sampling  and  testing  requirements.  One  (1)  grab  sample 
shall  be  taken  per  discharge  during  the  first  sixty  (60)  minutes  of  the 
discharge.  The  sample  shall  be  analyzed  for  the  pollutants  limited  by 
this  rule.  Sampling  and  analysis  shall  be  performed  in  accordance 
with  10  CSR  20-7.015(9)(A).  Total  discharge  volume  shall  be  doc- 
umented for  each  hydrostatic  test  discharge. 

5.  Analytical  report.  The  owner/operator  of  the  pipeline(s) 
and/or  storage  tank(s)  on  which  the  hydrostatic  tests  are  performed 
shall  submit  an  annual  report  summarizing  each  discharge,  including 
date,  time,  test  location,  analytical  results,  and  total  discharge  vol- 
ume, in  gallons,  by  October  28,  of  each  year. 

6.  Exception  reporting.  If  any  of  the  sampling  results  from  the 
hydrostatic  test  discharge  show  any  violations  of  the  following  dis- 
charge limitations,  written  notification  shall  be  made  to  the  depart- 
ment within  five  (5)  days  of  notification  of  analytical  results. 
Notification  shall  indicate  the  date(s)  of  sample  collection,  the  ana- 
lytical results,  and  a statement  concerning  the  revisions  or  modifica- 
tions in  management  practices  that  are  being  implemented  to  address 
the  violation  of  the  limitation  that  occurred. 

A.  < 10  mg/1  total  petroleum  hydrocarbons. 

B.  < 100  mg/1  total  suspended  solids. 

C.  pH  equal  to  or  between  6.0  and  9.5  standard  pH  units. 

7.  General  requirement.  The  hydrostatic  testing  water  shall  not 
contain  dyes  or  have  a visible  sheen  indicating  the  presence  of  petro- 
leum products. 

8.  Any  person  who  irrigates  wastewater  from  a hydrostatic  test 
may  do  so  under  this  rule  if  the  notification,  filing  fee  and  annual 
reporting  requirements  of  paragraphs  (14)(A)1.,  2.  and  4.  are  met 
and  the  irrigation  does  not  result  in  any  discharge  to  waters  of  the 
state.  The  quality  of  the  irrigated  wastewater  is  not  required  to  meet 
the  limits  stated  in  paragraph  (14)(A)6.  of  this  rule. 

9.  The  quality  of  wastewater  from  a hydrostatic  test  that  is  dis- 
charged directly  to  the  Mississippi  or  Missouri  Rivers  must  meet  the 
limits  stated  in  paragraph  (14)(A)6.  of  this  rule  with  the  exception  of 
pH  which  shall  be  within  a range  between  6 and  10. 

(F)  The  department  shall  maintain  records  open  to  the  public  on 
all  persons  claiming  coverage  under  permit  by  rule.  Appeals  of  per- 
mits in  accordance  with  10  CSR  20-6.020(6)  may  be  received  by  the 
department  up  to  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  the  department 
received  notice  from  the  discharger.

By  the  authority  vested  in  the  Safe  Drinking  Water  Commission 
under  section  640.100,  RSMo  Supp.  2003,  the  commission  amends 
a rule  as  follows: 

10  CSR  60-4.010  Maximum  Contaminant  Levels  and  Monitoring 
Requirements  is  amended. 

A notice  of  proposed  rulemaking  containing  the  text  of  the  proposed 
amendment  was  published  in  the  Missouri  Register  on  May  15,  2003 
(28  MoReg  969-972).  No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  text  of  the 
proposed  amendment,  so  it  is  not  reprinted  here.  This  proposed 
amendment  becomes  effective  January  30,  2004. 

SUMMARY  OF  COMMENTS:  A public  hearing  on  this  amend- 
ment was  held  July  24,  2003  and  the  public  comment  period  ended 
July  31,  2003.  At  the  public  hearing  the  department  testified  the  pur- 


pose of  the  proposed  rulemaking  is  to  change  the  coliform  sample 
holding  time  from  forty-eight  (48)  hours  to  thirty  (30)  hours  in  order 
to  be  consistent  with  federal  requirements  at  40  CFR  141.21(f)(3) 
and  for  state  health  laboratories  to  retain  certification.  No  written 
comments  were  received. 

COMMENT:  One  (1)  public  comment  was  made  during  the  public 
hearing.  The  commenter  expressed  a concern  about  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Senior  Services’  (DHSS)  commitment  to  continue  pro- 
viding courier  service  in  the  light  of  possible  budget  cuts. 
RESPONSE:  The  commission  considered  the  comment  and  pointed 
out  that  during  the  information  meeting  a representative  of  DHSS 
stated  that  the  courier  service  will  continue  to  be  a priority.  The 
courier  service  is  provided  as  a voluntary  service  to  assist  water  sys- 
tem operators  in  meeting  holding  times  but  it  is  not  required. 
Alternatives  for  delivering  samples  to  the  lab  are  available. 
Regardless  of  whether  the  courier  service  continues  to  be  available 
or  not,  coliform  samples  must  reach  the  lab  in  time  for  analysis  to 
begin  within  thirty  (30)  hours  of  sample  collection.  No  additional 
changes  are  made  to  the  rule.  It  is  adopted  as  proposed.

(28  MoReg  973).  No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  text  of  the  pro- 
posed amendment,  so  it  is  not  reprinted  here.  This  proposed  amend- 
ment becomes  effective  January  30,  2004. 

SUMMARY  OF  COMMENTS:  A public  hearing  on  this  amend- 
ment was  held  July  24,  2003  and  the  public  comment  period  ended 
July  31,  2003.  At  the  public  hearing  the  department  testified  the  pur- 
pose of  the  proposed  rulemaking  is  to  change  the  coliform  sample 
holding  time  from  forty-eight  (48)  hours  to  thirty  (30)  hours  in  order 
to  be  consistent  with  federal  requirements  at  40  CFR  141.21(f)(3) 
and  for  state  health  laboratories  to  retain  certification. 

COMMENT:  One  (1)  public  comment  was  received.  The  com- 

menter expressed  a concern  about  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Senior  Services’  commitment  to  continue  providing  courier  service 
in  the  light  of  possible  budget  cuts. 

RESPONSE:  The  commission  considered  the  comment  but  believes 
that  the  courier  service  will  continue  to  be  a priority.  No  changes 
are  made.  The  rule  is  adopted  as  proposed.

Chapter  9— Internal  Control  System 

ORDER  OF  RULEMAKING 


By  the  authority  vested  in  the  Missouri  Gaming  Commission  under 
section  313.805,  RSMo  2000,  the  commission  amends  a rule  as  fol- 
lows: 
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11  CSR  45-9.030  Minimum  Internal  Control  Standards  is 
amended. 

A notice  of  proposed  rulemaking  containing  the  text  of  the  proposed 
amendment  was  published  in  the  Missouri  Register  on  June  16,  2003 
(28  MoReg  1106-1109).  Those  sections  of  the  Missouri  Gaming 
Commission  Minimum  Internal  Control  Standards,  MSIC  2003,  also 
known  as  Appendix  A with  changes  to  the  proposed  amendment  are 
reprinted  here.  The  complete  amended  Appendix  A is  also  available 
online  at  www.mgc.dps.mo.gov.  This  proposed  amendment  becomes 
effective  thirty  (30)  days  after  publication  in  the  Code  of  State 
Regulations . 

SUMMARY  OF  COMMENTS:  The  Missouri  Gaming  Commission 
(“commission”)  received  written  comments  from  The  Missouri 
Gaming  Company  d/b/a  Argosy  Riverside  Casino  (“Argosy”)  and 
Harrah’s  Maryland  Heights,  LLC  (“Harrah’s”).  A public  hearing  on 
this  proposed  amendment  was  held  on  July  30,  2003,  and  the  public 
comment  period  ended  July  15,  2003.  At  the  public  hearing  no  com- 
ments were  received. 

COMMENT:  Harrah’s  commented  that  Chapter  E,  Section  4.06 
would  increase  its  average  transaction  time  for  paying  jackpots.  This 
increased  transaction  time  would  put  Harrah’s  at  a competitive  dis- 
advantage with  competitors  until  Harrah’s  is  able  to  implement  a 
ticket  in-ticket  out  slot  payment  system. 

RESPONSE:  The  commission  has  determined  that  the  requirements 
of  Section  4.06  are  necessary  in  order  to  adequately  protect  casino 
assets,  so  no  changes  have  been  made  to  the  rule  as  a result  of  this 
comment.  However,  a casino  that  has  implemented  additional  safe- 
guards in  its  internal  controls  to  protect  assets  may  be  eligible  to 
apply  to  the  commission  for  a variance  from  this  section. 

COMMENT:  Argosy  commented  on  Chapter  E,  Sections  3.05  and 
4.07.  Both  sections  refer  to  the  Jackpot/Fill  Form.  Section  3.05 
(Fill)  uses  the  phrase  “ensuring  one  is  deposited  in  casino  cage.” 
Section  4.07  uses  the  phrase  “ensuring  one  part  is  maintained  in  casi- 
no cage.”  Argosy  recommends  replacing  the  phrase  in  Section  3.05 
with  the  similar  phrase  in  Section  4.07  for  purposes  of  clarity. 
RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  The  phrase  as 
used  in  Section  4.07,  “ensuring  one  part  is  maintained  in  casino 
cage,”  will  replace  the  phrase  in  Section  3.05. 

COMMENT:  Argosy  suggested  that  the  provision  in  Chapter  E, 
Section  15.10  that  requires  casino  employees  who  balance  the  self- 
redemption kiosk  to  sign  the  currency  cassette  be  changed  by  instead 
requiring  the  employees  to  sign  daily  paperwork. 

RESPONSE:  No  changes  have  been  made  to  the  rule  as  a result  of 
this  comment.  The  currency  cassette  contains  impressed  funds,  and 
physical  signatures  on  the  cassette  itself  are  necessary  for  security 
purposes  to  identify  and  track  persons  who  have  opened  the  cassettes. 

COMMENT:  Argosy  commented  on  Chapter  E,  Section  15.11, 

which  requires  that  the  cashier  and  supervisor  who  reconcile  or  bal- 
ance a kiosk  cannot  be  the  same  persons  to  fill  and  replenish  the 
kiosk  cassettes  with  currency.  Argosy  considers  this  provision  bur- 
densome in  requiring  additional  staff  to  accomplish  the  balancing  and 
filling  processes.  Argosy  suggests  alternate  procedures  involving 
alternating  teams  of  cashier/supervisors,  performing  the  count  in  the 
soft  count  room,  or  requiring  at  least  one  (1)  team  member  to  be 
changed  from  the  previous  day. 

RESPONSE:  The  commission  will  attempt  to  balance  the  staffing 
issue  raised  by  Argosy  with  the  goal  of  ensuring  the  protection  of 
assets  by  not  changing  Section  15.11,  but  instead  amending  Section 
15.09  to  allow  the  kiosk  to  be  counted  down  and  reconciled  each  time 
the  kiosk  is  impressed,  which  will  be  at  least  every  seven  (7)  days. 

COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  that  “key  number” 

should  be  added  to  the  list  of  sensitive  key  requirements  in  Chapter 


B,  Section  3.01,  since  the  previous  MICS  required  that  information 
and  it  was  left  out  of  the  new  provision  in  error. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Section 

3.01  has  been  modified. 

COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  on  Chapter  E,  Section 

1.04  that  when  communication  boards  are  removed  from  a slot 
machine,  the  money  and  tokens  should  also  be  removed. 
Commission  regulations  require  that  electronic  gaming  devices  be 
alarmed  for  security  purposes.  Therefore,  removal  of  the  alarm  capa- 
bility requires  that  funds  also  be  removed  from  the  machine. 
RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Section 

1.04  has  been  modified. 

COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  on  Chapter  E,  Section 

1.07  that  slot  attendants  should  not  work  at  the  same  time  as  change 
attendants,  since  for  security  purposes  they  should  not  be  able  to  have 
access  to  the  inside  of  slot  machines  and  loose  tokens  from  change 
banks  at  the  same  time. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Section 

1.07  has  been  modified. 

COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  on  Chapter  E,  Section 

1.08  that  for  purposes  of  clarity,  existing  technical  standard  require- 
ments for  slot  machines  should  be  enumerated. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Section 

1.08  has  been  modified. 

COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  on  Chapter  E,  Section 
1.12  that  existing  policy  on  revoked  software  in  slot  machines  should 
be  clarified,  thereby  providing  information  on  procedures  to  follow 
when  notified  of  software  revocation  and  interpreting  existing  com- 
mission regulations. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Section 
1.12  has  been  modified. 

COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  on  Chapter  E,  Section 

4.04  that  this  section  should  be  amended  to  match  federal  currency 
transaction  reporting  requirements. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Section 

4.04  has  been  modified. 

COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  that  Chapter  E, 

Sections  4.05,  4.07,  4.15,  6.01,  7.02,  and  8.03  should  be  amended 
to  correct  several  grammatical  errors  and  add  minor  clarifying  lan- 
guage. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Sections 
4.05,  4.07,  4.15,  6.01,  7.02,  and  8.03  have  been  modified. 

COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  that  Chapter  E, 

Sections  6.07,  6.08,  and  6.09  should  be  amended  to  restate  existing 
commission  policy  regarding  storage  requirements  for  electronic 
gaming  devices. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Sections 
6.07,  6.08,  and  6.09  have  been  modified. 

COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  that  Chapter  E,  Section 

7.02  should  identify  proper  R.A.M.  clear  procedures,  in  order  to 
prevent  inaccurate  metering  data. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Section 

7.02  has  been  modified. 
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COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  that  Chapter  E,  Section 

9.05  should  be  changed  to  eliminate  the  requirement  that  casinos 
hold  and  maintain  par  sheet  information,  since  it  is  now  readily  avail- 
able on  the  Internet. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Section 

9.05  has  been  modified. 

COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  that  Chapter  E,  Section 
13.06  should  be  amended  regarding  conversion  of  progressive  slot 
machines  in  order  to  be  consistent  with  commission  regulations. 
RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Section 
13.06  has  been  modified. 

COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  that  Chapter  E, 

Sections  15.04  and  15.07  should  have  additional  language  added 
clarifying  required  security  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  the  pro- 
tection of  casino  assets  in  redemption  kiosks. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Sections 

15.04  and  15.07  have  been  modified. 

COMMENT:  Commission  staff  commented  that  Chapter  E,  Section 
15.15  should  be  added  to  document  access  to  redemption  kiosks  in 
the  same  manner  as  already  required  for  electronic  gaming  devices. 
This  is  necessary  for  security  purposes  because  redemption  kiosks 
contain  currency. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  As  a result  of 
this  comment  and  for  further  clarification,  the  language  in  Section 
15.15  has  been  added. 

Appendix  A 
CHAPTER  B 

3.01  A current  and  accurate  key  access  list  shall  be  maintained  for 
each  sensitive  and  critical  sensitive  key  and  a copy  given  to  the  MGC 
boat  supervisor,  and  shall  include  the: 

(A)  name  of  the  key; 

(B)  key  number; 

(C)  location  of  the  key; 

(D)  custodian  of  the  key; 

(E)  quantity  of  the  key(s);  and 

(F)  job  titles  authorized  to  sign  out  the  key  and,  if  applicable, 
escort  requirements  and  specific  limitations. 

CHAPTER  E 

1.04  All  EGD  main  doors  and  reserve  hopper  and  drop  compart- 
ments will  be  alarmed  and  shall  be  locked  when  not  opened  for  an 
authorized  purpose.  The  alarm  shall  create  an  audible  signal  in  the 
casino  surveillance  system  and  may  be  turned  off  only  during  the 
drop  or  any  other  time  when  approved  by  an  MGC  agent.  EGDs  and 
reserve  hopper  and  drop  compartments  not  communicating  alarm 
signals  shall  not  contain  any  coin,  token,  or  currency. 

1.07  Slot  Attendants  may  sell  tokens  from  an  impressed  wallet,  pro- 
vided that  the  tokens  are  wrapped.  Slot  Attendants  are  not  allowed 
to  sell  loose  tokens,  nor  may  they  work  as  change  attendants  at  the 
same  time  as  working  as  slot  attendants. 

1.08  All  aspects  of  an  EGD  and  any  associated  device/system, 
including  all  hardware  and  software,  shall  be  subject  to: 

(A)  testing  by  the  Commission  and/or  an  independent  testing  lab- 
oratory designated  by  the  Commission,  and 

(B)  review  and  approval  by  the  Commission. 


Testing  shall,  as  applicable,  include  examination  for  adherence  to  the 
following  technical  standards  (or  their  equivalent  as  approved  by  the 
MGC): 

Gaming  Devices  in  Casinos  (GLI-11)*,  et  seq.; 

Progressive  Gaming  Devices  in  Casinos  (GLI-12)*,  et  seq.; 

On-Line  Monitoring  and  Control  Systems  (MCS)  and  Validation 
Systems  in  Casinos  (GLI-13)*,  et  seq.; 

Cashless  Systems  in  Casinos  (GLI-16)*,  et  seq.; 

Bonusing  Systems  in  Casinos  (GLI-17)*,  et  seq.; 

Promotional  Systems  in  Casinos  (GLI-18)*,  et  seq.; 

Redemption  Kiosks  (GLI-20)*,  et  seq.;  and 
Missouri  statutes,  regulations,  and  minimum  internal  control  stan- 
dards. 

*Standards  established  by  Gaming  Laboratories  International,  Inc. 

The  testing,  review  and  approval  process  shall  be  required  prior  to 
the  implementation  of  the  device/system  by  a Class  A licensee  and 
following  implementation,  prior  to  any  changes  thereto,  or  at  any 
other  time  the  Commission  deems  appropriate,  the  costs  for  which 
shall  be  borne  by  the  Class  A licensee. 

1.12  Class  A licensees  shall  ensure  EGD  central  processor  units, 
slot  machine  interface  boards,  and  the  software  thereon;  main  game 
program  storage  media  (MGPSM);  and  any  other  associated  compo- 
nent device,  system,  or  software  are  currently  approved  for  use  in  the 
state;  and  upon  notification  of  any  revocation  of  approval  shall 
replace  the  revoked  component,  device,  system,  or  software  with  that 
which  is  approved  within  the  timeframe  set  forth  by  the  MGC.

3.05  Hopper  fill  slips  shall  be  generated  manually  at  the  casino  cage 
or  by  the  EGD  computer  monitoring  system  at  other  approved  loca- 
tions. Procedures  shall  include  the  sequence  of  the  required  signa- 
tures and  distribution  of  each  part  of  the  form,  ensuring  that  one  part 
is  maintained  in  the  casino  cage  that  is  distributing  the  bag  and  one 
part  accompanies  the  hopper  fill  to  the  EGD.  The  form  shall  include 
the  following  information: 

(A)  date  and  time; 

(B)  EGD  location; 

(C)  denomination; 

(D)  EGD  number;

(H)  signature  line  for  the  employee  who  witnesses  and  verifies  the 
hopper  fill;  and 

(I)  preprinted  or  computer  generated  sequential  number. 

4.04  Requirements  for  all  single  event  Jackpot  Payouts  (not  credit 
meter  payout): 

Jackpot  Amounts: 

S5,000-$10,000 

$10,000.01-$24,999.99 

4.05  (D)  Surveillance  shall  be  notified,  by  the  licensee  who  is  reset- 
ting the  machine  and  will  visually  confirm  reel  positions  for  all  jack- 
pots of  $5,000  or  more  prior  to  the  machine  being  reset.  An  entry 
shall  be  made  on  the  surveillance  log  by  the  surveillance  employee 
who  observed  the  reel  positions. 

4.07  Class  A licensees  will  list  specific  steps  in  their  internal  con- 
trols to  be  followed  for  the  jackpot  payout  form  preparation,  (paid 
from  the  cage  or  from  the  wallet),  sequence  of  required  signatures 
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and  distribution  of  each  part,  ensuring  that  one  part  is  maintained  in 
the  casino  cage  and  one  part  accompanies  the  payout  if  the  jackpot  is 
initially  paid  from  the  cage.  The  form  shall  include  the  following: 

(A)  date  and  time; 

(B)  EGD  number; 

(C)  EGD  location; 

(D)  denomination;

(F)  dollar  amount  of  jackpot  (both  alpha  and  numeric); 

Note:  Alpha  is  optional  if  another  unalterable  method  is  used  for 
evidencing  the  amount  of  the  jackpot. 

(G)  game  outcome  (including  reel  symbols,  card  values  and  suits, 
etc.); 

(H)  signature  of  cashier; 

(I)  signature  of  the  winning  guest;  (Only  required  when  a manu- 
al procedure  or  override  must  be  used). 

(J)  signature  of  the  employee  paying  the  jackpot; 

(K)  signature  of  the  employee  verifying  and  witnessing  the  pay- 
out; and 

(L)  preprinted  or  computer  generated  sequential  number. 

4.15  Class  A licensees  will  take  reasonable  action  to  identify,  locate, 
and  notify  the  proper  owner  of  unclaimed  jackpots,  unclaimed  cred- 
its on  an  EGD,  EGD  tokens  found  unattended  in  the  gaming  area, 
and  EGD  tickets  regardless  of  where  found. 

6.01  The  installation,  conversion,  removal,  relocation,  disposal,  or 
movement  of  EGDs  requires  the  submission  of  written  notification  to 
a MGC  agent  at  least  five  days  prior  to  the  event  and/or  approval  by 
the  MGC  boat  supervisor. 

6.07  All  EGDs  removed  from  the  gaming  floor  shall: 

(A)  contain  no  loose  or  unaccounted  token,  currency,  tickets,  or 
coupons; 

(B)  have  the  seals  on  the  CPU  compartment  and  MGPSM  broken 
and  removed  as  soon  as  an  MGC  agent  is  available;  and 

(C)  be  stored  in  a mamrer  approved  by  the  MGC  and  as  set  forth 
in  this  chapter. 

6.08  EGDs  shall  be  stored  either: 

(A)  On  Property— in  a secured  containment  area,  access  to  which 
is  limited  to  EGD/Slot  Technicians  or  other  employees  as  allowed  by 
the  MGC.  EGDs  may  be  stored  with  their  central  processor  boards, 
main  game  program  storage  media  (EPROM,  CD-ROM,  Flash  Card, 
etc.),  and  bill  validator  stacker  boxes  installed;  however,  the  CPU 
compartments  and  EGD  main  doors  shall  be  locked;  or 

(B)  Off  Site — in  a secured  and  alarmed  storage  facility,  access  to 
which  is  limited  to  EGD/Slot  Technicians  or  other  employees  as 
allowed  by  the  MGC.  If  EGD  storage  occupies  only  a portion  of  the 
secured  and  alarmed  facility,  the  EGDs  shall  be  stored  within  a sep- 
arate, secured  confinement  area  of  the  storage  facility,  access  to 
which  is  limited  to  EGD/Slot  Technicians  or  other  employees  as 
allowed  by  the  MGC.  EGDs  may  be  stored  with  their  central  proces- 
sor boards,  main  game  program  storage  media  (EPROM,  CD-ROM, 
Flash  Card,  etc.),  and  bill  validator  stacker  boxes  installed;  however, 
the  CPU  compartments  and  EGD  main  doors  shall  be  locked. 

6.09  EGDs  may  be  temporarily  staged  in  hallways,  etc.  immediate- 
ly prior  to  their  being  placed  onto  or  immediately  after  being 
removed  from  the  gaming  floor.  Such  staging,  however,  shall  not 
exceed  three  days  unless  otherwise  approved  in  writing  by  the  MGC 
boat  supervisor,  and  all  EGDs  so  staged  shall  be  monitored  by  sur- 
veillance cameras. 

7.01  R.A.M.  Clears  shall  be  performed  in  accordance  with  the  gam- 
ing device  manufacturer's  R.A.M.  Clear  procedures,  utilizing,  as 


applicable,  approved  R.A.M.  Clear  chips.  R.A.M.  Clear  Slips  shall 
be  completed  for  all  R.A.M.  clears. 

7.02  In  the  event  of  an  EGD  malfunction  that  necessitates  the  ser- 
vices of  an  EGD  technician,  all  efforts  to  correct  the  problem  shall 
be  taken  without  resetting  or  “clearing”  the  R.A.M. 

NOTE:  If  the  machine  is  the  subject  of  a patron  dispute  that  cannot 
be  resolved  and  the  CPU  will  be  removed  for  later  testing  by  an  inde- 
pendent testing  laboratory  designated  by  the  MGC.  A R.A.M.  clear 
shall  not  be  performed.  For  situations  that  require  resetting  or  clear- 
ing the  R.A.M.,  the  following  steps  must  be  taken: 

(A)  the  EGD  supervisor  and  the  MGC  agent  must  be  summoned 
and  are  required  to  witness  the  following  actions  prior  to  clearing  any 
R.A.M.; 

(B)  the  EGD  technician  shall  record,  on  at  least  a two-part 
R.A.M.  clearing  slip,  the  reason  for  the  R.A.M  clear  and  all  audit 
functions  of  the  EGD.  These  functions  must  include,  but  are  not  lim- 
ited to: 

(1)  reel  positions  or  video  display  of  at  least  the  previous  two  game 
outcomes  prior  to  the  malfunction  or  dispute; 

(2)  the  actual  meter  readings  of  the  internal  meters  (hard  and  soft): 
tokens-in,  tokens-out,  tokens  to  drop,  total  credits  wagered,  total 
credits  won,  number  of  games  played  and  jackpots  paid.  If  the  soft 
meter  reading  cannot  be  obtained  the  comparable  reading  from  the 
on-line  EGD  computer  monitoring  system  shall  be  recorded; 

(3)  the  display  in  the  progressive  jackpot  indicator  if  the  EGD  is  a 
stand-alone  or  linked  to  a progressive;  and 

(C)  One  copy  of  this  form  shall  be  forwarded  and  maintained  on 
file  with  the  EGD  supervisor,  and  one  copy  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
accounting  department. 

(D)  Any  R.A.M.  clear  requires  the  EGD  shall  be  tested  utilizing 
U.S.  coin,  token,  tickets,  and  U.S.  currency,  as  applicable,  by  the 
MGC  prior  to  use. 

8.03  Class  A licensees  shall  provide  upon  MGC  request  accurate 
and  current  theoretical  hold  worksheets  for  each  EGD  in  service. 

9.05  Class  A licensees  shall  provide  upon  MGC  request  a par  sheet 
for  any  MGPSM  used. 

13.06  If  a progressive  EGD  is  to  be  converted  to  a device  of  equal 
or  lower  denomination,  the  MGC  boat  supervisor  shall  be  notified  in 
writing  of  the  conversion  at  least  five  days  prior  to  such  conversion. 
MGC  will  be  notified  of  the  amount  in  excess  of  the  old  base  jack- 
pot amount  and  whether  this  amount  will  be  added  to  the  new  base 
jackpot  amount  or  to  an  existing  progressive  jackpot  already  on  the 
floor. 

15.04  Communication  controller  electronics,  components  housing 
the  communication  program  storage  media  (including  interface 
ports),  and  the  communication  board  for  the  validation  system,  com- 
prise the  logic  area,  which  must: 

(A)  reside  within  its  own  locked  compartment  area  with  its  own 
locking  door;  and/or 

(B)  include  a security  system,  device,  or  protocol  acceptable  to  the 
MGC  that  prevents  the  kiosk’s  control  program  from  being  written 
to  or  altered.

15.15  All  access  to  Redemption  Kiosks  shall  be  documented  by  the 
person  who  opened  the  kiosk  on  an  EGD  Entry  Access  Log  (MEAL 
book),  which  shall  be  kept  inside  the  kiosk  at  all  times.

Kiosk  EGD  Entry  Access  Logs  (MEAL  books),  shall  be  retained  for 
at  least  one  year  after  the  kiosk  is  removed  from  service  and  disposed 
of  by  the  Class  A licensee  and  shall  be  archived  in  a manner  that  they 
can  be  immediately  retrieved.

RESPONSE:  No  changes  have  been  made  to  the  rule  as  a result  of 
this  comment. 

COMMENT:  Mr.  Doug  Bennets,  VFW  Post  473,  13801  Holmes 
Rd.,  Cabool,  MO  65689 — Approve  of  the  rule  but  indicates  that  no 
penalty  has  been  included  for  non-compliance. 

RESPONSE:  No  changes  have  been  made  to  the  rule  as  a result  of 
this  comment. 

COMMENT:  Ms.  Mary  Magnuson,  National  Association  of 

Fundraising  Ticket  Manufacturers — Ms.  Magnuson  states  that  the 
proposed  rule  does  not  specify  that  the  approval  is  needed  for  each 
form  (meaning  a discrete  payout  with  a unique  form  number).  Nor 
does  the  rule  appear  to  require  the  continued  submission  of  the  pay- 
out slip  for  the  game.  She  believes  that  it  would  be  helpful  to  clari- 
fy these  items  in  the  rule. 

RESPONSE  AND  EXPLANATION  OF  CHANGE:  Section  (1)  will 
be  changed  to  specify  that  each  form  of  a pull-tab  game  must  be  sub- 
mitted for  approval  to  be  considered,  also  sections  (1)  & (2)  will  be 
changed  to  include  the  requirement  that  the  payout  sheet  must 
accompany  each  pull-tab  or  coin/merchandise  board  being  submitted 
for  approval.

Ms.  Magnuson  further 
states  that  this  could  cause  commission  staff  to  spend  a significant 
amount  of  time  evaluating  rumors  and  false  accusations  made  by  one 
(1)  company  against  another  solely  to  gain  a competitive  edge.  She 
asked  that  consideration  be  given  to  replacing  “licensee”  with 
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“licensed  bingo  organization”  throughout  the  rule  so  that  the  report- 
ing requirement  applies  only  to  the  organizations.
